I beg to report that a few days ago I was asked 
by the Principal of the Norway House Residential School 
to take a look at the north wall of the building. Thies is 
the same wall upon which I have been sepoveing sash year 
for about four years. ‘The Principal stated that he was 
afraid it would fall down. I have no fear of that at present, 
but it heaves considerably, opens out the carpenter work 
at the top of the wall about three inches, and heaves the 
floor inside, with the stairways, eto. several inches, and 
ie wrecking the building on each floor. 


Laet summer Rov. I. Ferrier secured from the Commission- 
er authority to put in a drain from the buildi to the lake. 
Mr. Ferrier pointed out to me the need of something being 
done, with which I fully agreed. I was doubtful if a drain 
could be made where he decided, but he was certain. The 
Principal of the school was to put in the drain, and the 
tile was ship I had no information on the matter, 
When the ditch was nearly half dug, and a lot of the tile 
in and the diteh filled, it was found that there was so 
much rock that it could not be continued, and they were com- 
pelled to abandon it. 


They then came to me for inetructions. I had none. 
However, I told them that the only way I knew of getting 
a drain without putting in a long one, was to turn their 
drain pipes into the old water main, let the water follow 
this to opposite the septic tank, and then carry it from 
that point to the point of discharge of the sewers. They 
turned their pipes into the old waterline, but did not 
alter the outlet, The outlet is now into a box near the 
lake at the intake, and on the same side, where the dis- 
charge filters out through sand and sawdust with which the 
box ie filled, and into the lake. ‘The doctor objects, 
and so do If, to this arrangement,as this line is broken, 
and passes under & couple of old sewer lines, where the 
goil ie likely to be contaminated, and the water is likely 
also to be contaminated. It is not so objectionable in 
winter, but I think it should be changed this season. 


The drain appears to be working well. It keeps the

floor of the laundry and the boiler pi dry, where tro- 
uble has always been experiences.

You will remember thet you suggested it would be 
advisable to send with the men who is to supervise the work 
at least one expert labourer with the materials that would be 
necessary to carry on. 


In the purchase of materials and engagement of 
labour, please be guided by the instructions in the Deputy 
Superintendent General's lio. l-l-5 of the 14th instant. The 

ent will leave this matter entirely in your hands and 
ask you to do only that work that is necessary.

Dear Sir:- 


This is my report on the condition of the school 
foundations, and basement walls. The seepage water I can deal with 
at smaller cost and in a satisfactory manner, by making a seepage 
well and putting a mmall pump on it. 


I am taking care of all the water from the eaves 
by running the conductor pipes out as they should have been run in 
the first case. To deal with the old pipe line for seepage would 
mean opening this line right to the Lake, as it is choked at many 
places. 


On two sides of the building, large sections of 
concrete pavement were laid, but for 3 or 4 feet from the walls this 
was either left out or broken out. The water has washed the earth 
into holes, and a lot of water gets down into the footings at these 
places. t propose to lay this concrete. 


I believe the method I am adopting is the 
cheapest and most satisfactory. The foundation walls have perished 
completely. The cause is poor concrete, These walls are full of 
building rubbish - pieces of wood, and every kind of dirt. All the 
spacing pieces between the forms were left in, and with the effeat 
of weather they have broken up the walls. I am trying to get 
buttresses against tome of the worst places. There is no 
reinforcement in the walls, and the worst possible mixture was used- 
it is more like a poor sand mortar than good concrete, with the 
result that the walls are shattered in all directions, 


I am going ahead with the septic tank. fhe sewer 
line has been laid - it remains to test the flow. I have given a 
list of material required to Mr. Gordon who is sending it in. 


I found that to wire you would cost 10¢ per word 
for the first stage by wireless, and the message would be a long one 


The lighting plant at the school is not a Delco. 
There is no name on the generator, and I am told it was either 
second or has I am enclosing a note 
Mr. Blackford has handed me re the lighting plant. 


Mr. Gordon has not yet received the check to 
pay for the labour here. 


There are a lot of different makes and sizes of 
radiators and piping through the school. Repairing this heating 
plant will require the services of a plumber and steamfitter, 


I am going ahead with the work at the school, and 
the septic tank at the hospital. The pipe and fittings arrived 
yesterday. I will have to send an order for more material for 
forms for the septic tank, etc,

Last summer I sent Mr. Mayoh up to Norway House to 
put in shape the drainage and sewage lines in connection with 
the Boarding Sehool, Hospital and Doctor's residence, and to 
install a Septic tank in the hospital. Since his return 
Mr. Mayoh has reported that the heating system and hot water 
service in the Boarding School is in very bad shape and requires 
a thorough overhauling and certain replacements. 


In forwarding the Estimates for the Norway House 
Agency on October 26th., I stated in my covering letter with 
regard to an item of $10,000 for an addition to the School that 
IT was not sure that this work should be proceeded with, as I had 
had no report as to the necessity for making this change. I beg 
to say that since writing that letter I have Learned that this 
building, which is to provide additional kitehen and dining room 
space,is necessary, and it will serve as a protection to the 
foundation which has caused us so much trouble in the past. 
I believe that it will not cost anything like $10,000 to do the 
work, but I would strongly recommend that this amount be left 
in the Estimates, as the difference will be required to put the 
heating system in shape, which shouhd be attended to next summer 
without fail. I would be glad to have word from you at an early 
date, stating that this has been allowed, so that preparations 
can be made the first th in the Spring to have the work

REPORT OF WORK DONE AT NORWAY HOUSS SCHOOL. 


Mir. W. H. Graham, 
Indian Commissioner, 
Regina, Sask. 
Dear Sir, 
Acting on orders I received from you August 9th 
1927, I proceeded to Norway House with men, material and 
tools, to carry out needed repairs to School Building there, 

Our staff was supplemented with all the suitable local 

labor obtainable. 
BOLLERS: 

The front hea& on Io. 1 Boiler, which was badly corroded, 
was taken out and replaced with a new one. A complete new 
set of flues was also put in this boiler. 

No. 1 boiler is now as good as new. 

No. 2 boiler has also been put in good condition, being 
provided with new hand holes, and given a good cleaning. 
WATER COLUMAS : 

On both bdilem were set at the peoper level, connections 
made with the boiler head and tees provided for cleaning, 


fitted with brass plugs. 


{he brick work had settled, and the boilers were 
practically hanging on the steam connections. it was 
necessary that boilers be suspended. This was done by 
using steel rails, extending from inside concrete wall, to 
outside concrete wall, 7/8 steel rods were run under the 


boiler lugs and up through heavy places over the steel rails. 


Both boilers are thus suspended independently of the bricky 
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, 


New angle and T bars were provided for the back end 
and the front;fire arches raised and reset. New grates 
were put in where needed. 

BOILER BRICK WORK: 

Brick work removed for boiler repairs was replaced 
and new firebrick linings and bridge walls installed. 
BLOW OWS: 

New blow off cocks were put in and blow off pipes were 
run to drain separately and pipe ends left visible over 
catch basin. 

FEED VALVES: 

Boiler feed valves were extended from back to front of 
boilers. 

INSPECTION & PROTHCTION: 

These boilers now conform to the law. We were fortunate 
in procuring the services of an ex-provincial boiler inspector 
to do the boiler work. 

VENTILATION: 

The ventilation wes completely gone over, and where 
foul air vents were found at the ceiling these were extended 
to near the floor. 

The main vent in attic was tightened up, and covered in 
the attic, and both fresh air intake and foul air outlet were 
provided with dampers. 

NeW RADIATION; 

An additional 709 square feet of new radiation in tweive 
radiators was installed at points that previously had been 
cold, chiefly at entrances and in dormitories and sewing room. 
STEAM FIPING: 

Where new radiators were installed, and at other places 
where additional radiators had been installed, the steam mains 
were cut and proper sized Tees put in with flanges and connec- 


tions made to radiators with ag 
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in size. Mains were properly graded, and, where necessary, 
radiator connections were shortened or lengthened as required, 
RADIATOR REPAIRS: 

All defective radiator valves were replaced and all 
valves and @langes packed. 

New nipples were fitted in all radiators of the push nip- 
ple type, and new gaskets were put in radiators of the screw 
nipple type. 

Floors were repaired under rediators that hed rotted, 
due to leakang radiator nipples. 

BASEMENT RADIATORS : 

All besement ceiling radiators were lowered from 12 to 15 
inches, and six extra radiators installed, two being brought 
down from the attic, the others being salvaged from the old 
entrance radiators. 

AIR VALVES : 

New automatic air valves were put in where old ones were 
found defective, and each radiator was fitted with an additional 
air valve of the Hot Water type, to be used if the automatic 
for any reason refused to operate. 

New Trane quick opening air vents were installed on the 
end of each steam main, 

HOT WATER TANK: 

The hot water tank was raised thirty inches and fitted 
with new supports. 

The steam supply increased and raised, and a new steam 
coil fitted inside and the tank cleaned, The condensed 
water will new return to the boilers. 

JACKET HEATER: 

A No. 908 Gurney Cottage Heater was installed to heat 

water during the summer. 
POWER PUMP: 
A complete set of new valves, seats and packing were 


put in the Gardner twin water pump. New linings 
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Repairs and spare parts were supplied for the gasoline 


engine as well as what belting had worn out. 

The exhaust from gasoline engine wes taken out of the 
laundry chimney, where it had blown out the centre division 
of chimney, and run to cement pit outside and vented to the 
roof. Thus exhaust is now silent. 

BAKERY : 

The pressure tank, after being cleaned, was moved to the 
opposite side of tank room. The space thus provided was 
partitioned off and ma de a much needed baking room, well 
ventilated and outside of the laundry. 

UNDRY STOVE: 

Being unable to buy a suitable new laundry stove, the 
old one was repaired, and the brick wall built back of it 
to protect the wall from fire. 

MISCELLANEOUS : 

A steem trap was provided for the laundry dryer. fhe 
heating in root house was repaired and put in good condition. 
Tools and material were left so that the resident mechanic 
could do emercency repairs. 

AIR COMPRESSOR: 

A new air compressor was installed and connected to the 
pressure tank. It was found impossible to maintain any 
safe degree of fire protection without it. 

PIRS LINE: 

fhe fire lind wasoverhauled, new washers put on valves, 
nozzles and hose provided where needed. 
DRAINAGE: 

The rain water from the whole building is now taken 
away from the building entirely over the surface of the 


ground, open cement conductors being provideé for the rem 
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The cement cistern in yard having cracked and become 
uselsss, was abandoned, as a cistern, but the pump suction 
pipe, was connected to new Sump pump, which allows of it 
being pumped out, and it acts to gather the surface water. 

A new Sump Pump was installed in lower back hall con- 
nected to Sump Pit, in boiler room pit; this, together with 
the Sump already provided at front of building and the old 
cistern, will allow the whole puilding foundations to be 
drained. 

As the entrances are now properly heated and the founda- 
tion drained, no further heaving of walls should occur from 
this cause. 

WATER PIPE: 
Tne cold and hot water pipes were repaired wherever 


found defective, new valves and taps installed where necessary. 


Drinking fountains were provided in boys and gigls 
play rooms. 
LAVATOR IRS : 

A lavatory with two closets was reconstructed off the 
boys play room, and e.one closet lavatory provided off the 
laundry for the girls. 

New closets and flush tanks were put in throughout the 
pbuilding where needed and the others repaired wherever 
possible. 

CGleanouts were put in drain in laundry and also at 
other paints to make all drains as accessible as possible. 
KITCHEN SINK: 

A galvanized steel wash sink was installed in the 
kitchen, fitted with a grease trap. Considerable drain 
trouble had developed for the lack of this trap. 


Tor : 


New fire brick linings and new dampers were 
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BARN SUPPLY: 

The water supply to the barn was dug up and repaired 
where it leaves the main building, and a weeppag irein was 
put in from this point to boiler room sump pit. 

SEPTIC TANK: 

The Septic Tank was bhoroughly cleaned out, more than 
six wagon loads of sludge and scum were removed and buried. 

A manhole of proper dimensions had to be constructed to 
do this. 

No pipes or septic tank fittings of any kind were found 
in this tank. 

A clear way was open for scum to flow direct into the 
outlet which had given serf&éus trouble in the past. This 
was remedied by installing the proper pipes and fittings. 

No syphon, however, was or could be installed. 
CEMENT WORK: 

A new cement floor was laid in boys playroom and 
lavatory adjoining. 

A new floor was laid in boiler room and a cement sump 
pit constructed. 

Boiler pit was widened and a railing put up. 

Cracks in all concrete walls were filled with cement. 

New manhole constructed in septic tank. 

The gravel for the cement work had to be hauled a long 
distance due to high water. 

STAIRS: 

Where frost and dampness had heaved the staira \andfloors 
in the three entrances, new cement floors were put down and 
stairways levelled and repaired. 

[In removing the old boiler room floor, & bad horizontal 
crack was unearthed in the wall. This was filled and supported 
with concrete. A weebbig drain was laid from this wall to 


the new sump pit. 
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solidly, then double papered, vertically and horizontally 
strapped and siding securely nailed on. Wherever siding 
or paper had been omitted paper and boarding was provided, 
cold spots were closed up whereverofound. Under front veranda 


where the ends of joists were exposed, double paper and timber 


was nailed in and the siding and paper extended down over. 


BOOR FRAMES : 


All door framed, except front door, were taken out and 
replaced with frames made of 3 x 12, loose space behind door 
frames were filled up and made solid and frost proof. Doors 
were hung with heavy garage door hinges, heavy latches and 
self closing springs. 

WINDOWS : 

The worst of the windows were stripped and made as 
tight as possible; but these windows are still a source of 
much cold, 

FUEL ROOM: 

A new bulkhead and door were provided for the fuel room, 
® frame put in and a door made at the foot of outside stairs 
to boiler room. Lack of this had caused undue freezeups in 
the boiler room in the past. 

EAVESTROUGHING: 

A new eavestrough with five conductor pipes was put as 
far around the building as the scaffold was erected; but 
owing to unfavorable weather, which delayed all outside work, 
our men were unable to get this all completed before the freeze~ 
up and the leaving of the last boat. We regret this very 
much, as had the weather been so that the carpenters could 
have even put up the balance of scaffold we would easily 
have finished, Woat was usable of the old eavestrough from 
the building was put up on the carpenter shop. 

PAINTING : 
No painting was done, all men available being employed 
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CASINGS 3 


Some casings and corner boards are stil). to be put on.

Pursuant to the conversation we had when I was in your 
office on Friday last, I now draw your attention to the need of 
an addition being constructed to the Norway House Boarding School. 


I hope to be out to Norway House sometime this summer 
and will look into what is really required and prepare a sketch 
of what we think will suit. I may say that the junior class room 
is held in a small frame building situated on the boarding school 
property. This building is simply a poor frame structure and not 
large enough for what we require and accommodation for 4 class 
room will be included in the plans that we submit for thie addi- 
tion. 


We are not expecting any provision to be made for this 
in the estimates to be placed before the coming session of Par- 
liament, but if it meets with your approval I shall be pleased 
to submit a pencil sketch to your architect and he can figure out 
the probable cost. I may say that this request has been strongly 
endorsed by the Lake Winnipeg Presbytery at its meeting in May 
last and as the Principal has a waiting liet of prospective pupils 
I am of the opinion that the time has come when some extra accommo- 
dation should be provided.

We have a "Flu” epidemic,very mild,but meaning plenty of 
work just the same,as almost every house has it,and there is mx 
a heavy call for medicines etc. 

You will have my wirelese for Aspirin ete., There are no 
deaths yet which could be called "¥lu",but bhree,which were 
likely hastened a bit by it, being o14 T.B.cases. 

They nave had a bad time at the school,as there were about 
80 pupilw in bed,and several of the staff. Then the sewers were 
choked. You know how rags Ete will get in. Then the engine, 
which pumps the water and runs the generator and other machin- 
ery,quit. It hae been running for about 5 years I think,on an 
average of 4 hours per day,so that the culinder is badly worn and 
would not hold compression. They (the ehhddl) are putting the 
other in for the time being, however they have a lot of wood 
to cut,heavy poles and the work is too heavy for our engines. 

I think they should have a new enfine. This would be an 

/ International 10 h.p. capacity,and gives about the necessary 
power.

I understood the Yates people were to put the building in good 
shape,and do whatever was necessary+It would appear,however, 
that there is still much to be done.I do not know what can be 
done to make these windows tight and warm.The same difficulty 
has no doubt arisen in other buildings of the Department ,and 
@ solution has doubtless bean found.I presume something might 
be done with metal weather strip. 


The Principal also asks that eavetroughing be put on the 
new residence for the Principal.Here is another difficulty.A 
glance at the p of the house will show that the rafters are 
ornamental ,being otted at the end,which meant considerable 
work and expense. 8 slot would make the putting on of eave- 
troughing more @igficult,having little to nail to,and besides 
the ornamental work,which cost considerable,would be entirely 
lost.The matter of eavetroughing should have been considered 
before this work was done. 


The work on the school building should certainly be done 
this summer.On August 27th last year,in reply to a letter from 
the Commissioner, I gave the above information regarding the 


unfinished work at the school.I did not put this work in the 
Estimates,as I understood it was to be done last year.

Some time ago I received a letter from the Principal of 
the Norway House Boarding School,in which he asks information 
regarding the painting of the School this summer,also the com- 
pletion of the eavetroughing,left unfinished by the Yates firm 
two years ago-He also complains that the windéwse of the build- 
ing have been in bad condition for years. 


The paint for the building was supplied in 1927,but the 
arrangements for repairs to the building with the Yates people 
deBayed the work of painting,as new siding was being put on» 
This work has not yet been done-It. should be dome without de- 
lay,as the new siding is getting very dry,and will absork a 
great deal of oilsI have always recommended the employment of 

experienced painter as foreman on this job,a man who would 
understand how to get about the building to the best advant , 
and there is considerable trimming to do,which is very slow 
work for inexperienced hands. 


As regards the eavetroughing,conductor pipe was not put 
up,except two at the front-The pipe is on hand.Six joints in 
the eavetroughing ware not soldered.Two inside turn elbows in 
eavetroughing were not put in-These may be made here,as the 
material is on hand.The proper soldering of the troughing is 
the most difficult job,and it would be difficult to get a man 
here who could do it.It shou&& have been dome when the work- 
men were here,and while the scaffolding was up,and I do not 
understand why it was left undone.The Yates people also left 
four openings which they made through the floors of the sec- 
ond balcony and into the walls,without closing them.I think 
we can find sufficient flooring here to do this»

In addition to the information which I forwarded to you a few 
days ago in connection with the Norway House Residential School, I beg 
to submit the following extract from a letter from Mr. Jas. T. Blackford, 
the Principal: 


"The Indian Department having plans of the Norway 
House Residential School and also a first-class Architect 
in Mr. Orr, I feel that he could best meet our present re- 
quirements if the following fects are submitted to the De- 
partment: 


1. That this institution be enlarged to accommodate 150 pup~- 
ile. 


2. That the boys' dormitories be located in the new part of 
the building and the girls' dormitories would then be in 
the front of the present building and separated altogether 
from the boys' floors, 


Accommodation should be provided for both children's and 
staff's dining rooms, kitchen and class rooms on the main 
floor. 


That the present dining room and kitchen could then be util- 
ized for other purposes as the Architect could determine, 


It is thought that with the additional basement some 
provision could be made to provide for boys’ playroom and toilet, 
and a root house convenient to the kitchen." 


We hope that with this additional information your architect may 
be able to provide suitable plans for this addition.

In expdlanation, may I say that the maneJohn Wallenius 
was at Norway House,doing some painting for the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force, and did good work,and worked fast as welle 
Someone had mentioned to him that the school might be paint 
ed this summer,and he came to me after I had written to tne 
Department and asked for the job,at regular painters wages 
which I understood were 20y per square yd. for two coats, 
and 35¢ per square yde for three coats.I told him that I 
would let himknow if the work was to be dome «Immediately 
on receipt of your letter,!I spoke to the Principal,and he 
stated that there would be no boys available for the work, 
as it was then into haying and harvestotimeeUnder the cir- 
cumstances,I considered tnat the work by the yard would be 
the most satisfactory,as tne men would then be lodging and 
boarding themselvese I telegraphed to Join Wallenius ,who 
was in Port Arthur, and he came as quickly as he cauld,be- 
ginning the work August 16th. He brought a man with him 
to assist in the worke 


The painters repaired several places in the walls 
where the siding was oroken,and claim to have repaired the 
eavetroughing,but as we have had no rain,we cannot tell if 
it still leaks.The painting was 4 hard job,as the roof was 
very dry and soaked in a great deal of paint.The walls were 
new siding two years ago,but were in bad shape,having gone 
so long unpainted.Some of the siding was flat grain,and the 
grain had opened up,leaving it very rougheThe job is reason 
ably well done,as well as could be expected under the cir- 
cumstancesel considered it advisable to pay for the work 
on inside of balconies,and for extra windows by the hour, 
as some was one,some two,and some three coat worke 


I am glad this work has been done,the buidding is 
much improved in appearance and will certainly last longer.

The Norway House Residential school is over- 
crowded and some provision should be made to remedy this. 
Additional accomodation or reduction of the number of pupils 
are the logical remedies. The smaller boys and girls are 
sleeping in dormitories altogether too small. Both the boys 
and the girls have to sleep together in single beds in these 
dormitories. This condition of affairs should not be tolerated. 
Might I also suggest at this time that more thought be 
applied to provide more recreation for the girls of the school. 


Is it not possible that swings, rings, may-pole apparatus etc.

Sir: 


The Medical Officer for the Norway House Indian 
Residential School has drawn attention to the overcrowded 
conditions in the dormitories. He states that at the present 
time the smaller boys and girls are sleeping in dormitories 
which are too small to provide sufficient air space, He also 
atetes that both in the boys’ and girla' dormitories the pupils 
sleep together in single beds, 


The Department considers that this condition of 
affaire should not exist and that children should not be required 
to sleep together in single beds, If there is not sufficient 
accommodation in the dormitories to provide a eingle bed for 
each pupil the only recourse would be to decrease the enrolment 
until such time as more accommodation can be provided, I may 
say that it is hoped next yeur to provide an addition to this 
school. I shall be pleased to have a report at your earliest 
convenience regarding the conditions mentioned by the Medical 
Officer as to the overcrowding in the dormitories, 


The Medical Officer recommends that more recreation 
be provided for the girls and that certain playground equipment 
be supplied, You should request the Principal to see that 
proper facilities are provided and an opportunity given the pupils 
tg obtain a necessary and adequate amount of recreation.

I find that the storage battery at the 
Norway House Residential School is in bad condition 
- practically used up. These batteries have served 
for a period of about four years, and cannot be 
expected to last another season. I would respect- 
fully recommend that a new set of batteries,110 
voltage--160 ampere hour, be supplied to this school 
this summer. 


I would also recommend that a new con~ 
erete floor be placed in the engine-room. The con- 
stant vibration of the engine for years has cracked 
and loosened the old floor so that the engine now 
vibrates too much, and is liable to injury. This 
floor should be laid down during the summer holidays.

which is just what is now proposed. It would 
appear that the members of the Home Mission Board 
who visited Norway House have been mis-informed. 


The Agent does make & comment however 
on the use of the pole fire escapes on the ground 
that they are not altogether satisfactory for little 
children. I have written in reply however, 8 ating 
that these are now generally instalied in our 
residential schools, and I visited one recently 
where the small children slid down the poles 4s 
confidently as the older children.

Re: NORWAY HOUSE: 


I notice that y are not planning to ask even 
for a small grant for m r repairs in connection with 
the Residential School”~there. My impression of that old 
building, after going over it very carefully last year, 
is that there should be a small sum of a few hundred 
dollars available annually for repairs. It would, for 
instance, be vastly improved by a serious attempt to 
repaint the walls and furniture in the dining-room and 
by a relacquering of most of the beds in the dormitories. 
When I was there I discussed with Mr. Gordon the possib- 
4lity of improving the storm windows by stripping them, 
and we had Joe Keeper look over the building in order to 
get an estimated idea of how much it would cost. I do 
not know whether the stripping has actually been done or 
not. As I intimated to you in my conversation, I think 
the fire alarm arrangements, with only one song in a 
building of that size, are entirely inadequate, and that 
steps should be taken immeduately to install a system 
similar to the one provided in Mount Elgin.

I have the honor to report that I visited the 


Norway House Boarding School on August 9th, 1933. 

The children were absent on hollidays. A few of 
the staff were present, and were busily engaged in cleaning 
and kalsomining the dormatories. 

It is difficult to know the exact work being done 
at such an Institution unless one could visit it when the 
children are in residence. The Principal's wife is matron 
and also supervises the sewing room. I understand two Indian 
girls assist her in connection with the sewing room work. 
This department in any school I consider one of the most im- 
portant and should be supervised by a qualified seamstress. 
Each and every Indian girl, on leaving our boarding schools, 
should be able to do all sewing necessary for a family, be 
able to cook properly, and also do well, all laundry work. 

I am sure the Department grant, if properly used, is suffic- 
ient to provide a competent and efficient staff. 

The kitchen walls are in bad condition and before

The furnace room 
Dr. Harold W. MoGill, 
Deputy Superintendent General, 
Dept. of Indian Affairs, 


OTTAWA. 
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The furnace room floor needs repairing. The ex- 
pense in this connection would only entail eight or ten bags 
of cement. This room was in a very untidy condition anu as I 
pointed out to the Principel, was the most likely source for 
a fire. Chips ana dirt littered the floor, and wood was piled 
only a few feet from the jacket heater. The room was 4 dupli- 
eate of the one at the MacKay School, and unless more care is 
exercised, we will be fortunate to escape another fire. I 
instructed the neniSent Principal to have the place swept and 
to keep the floor clean and free of all rubbish. I do not 
think any wood should be piled in the furnace room, but should 
be kept in the wood room provided for that purpose, I advised 
the Principal to this effect, but he felt it would be too un- 
handy for the one in charge. I do not think we can emphasize 
too strongly the need for care in the prevention of fire and 
I am writing Mr. Gordon asking him to report if my instructions 
have been carried out. 

I found two of the fire hose in poor condition. 
They were split in several places and new hose should be pro- 
vided. Fire extinguishers are kept at various [AD 
out the building. The dormatories all open on the balconies 
where pole fire escapes are provided. No trouble should be 
experienced by the children in getting out especially if fire 
drill is observed. I am also asking Mr. Gordon to attend 


certain fire drills and report on what takes place. 


The outbuildings

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The outbuildings are in fair repair, and 
meet quite well all requirements. 

The garden this year is excelient and a splendid 
supply of vegetables will be obtained. 

Cows are kept and at present 10 are being milked. 
The supply of milk meets fairly well with what is required 
by the school. 

Pigs are raised, and at present 17 are being made 
ready for winter use. This meat, along with fish and beef, 
gives a varied diet for the children. 

The batteries for the lighting phant are in poor 
condition, sediment hes collected in many of the jars, which 
sediment is from the positive plates. These batteries charge 
up quickly, but just 4s quickly lose their charge 48 the 
positive plates are practically gone.

It is noted, 
further, that you have written Mr. Agent Gordon in this 
connection. e Principal should see that every pre- 
coaution is taken to overcome fire hazard. The Depart~- 
ment notes that fire extinguishers are kept at various 
points throughout the building. It ie hoped that these 
are in serviceable condition. It is noted that you 
have given instructions to the Agent to eee that fire 
drill is carried out. 


The need for new batteries for the lighting 
plant has been noted. The Department will have no funds 
to provide this equipment thie year and it is hoped that 
the present batteries will etand up during the coming 
winter. This requirement will be kept in mind when next 
year's Eetimates are being prepared.

run of the house,it certainly is iu need of redecorating. 
Added to this,the chimney from the furnace smokes,and the 
fireplace cannot be used-It appears that the chimney will 
have to be torn down to the floor of the house,and rebuilt, 
as the outlet from the fireplace is too direct,and the 
bend in the furnace flue is too short,being a very abrupt 
double bend.It will mean that the fireplace must take up 
more room on the floor,and whe mantle must be higher,to al- 
low for a more moderate bend in the flue-The estimate for 
this work is $200.00 for material and labor- 


The jacket heater at present in use is not Sarge enough 
to provide the necessary hot water for the laundry-The boil- 
er is 8 ft. by 30 inches in diameter.The heater is*cottage 
30iler,Gurney Foundry Co-8 coil,21" wide,42" high,40" long. 
Something about twice the capacity would be satisfactory- 


The Dryer for the laundry,also the Mangle,- I do not 
know just what is desired,but the Department will be fully 
informed as to what is being installed in the newer schools, 
and what should be satisfactory for a school of this size, 
with the capacity of our power and lighting plant. 


I am enclosing a list of the engine parts required- Also 
eave troughing,conductor pipe,elbows,with some oakum,and 
also fire cement for setting fire brick in furnaces. 


I enclose also a list of paint,and Alabastine required 
for redecearating the walls of the building, (interior) -This 
is badly needed. 


I have been putting in the Ustimates each year for em- 
ergency repairs for this institution,a Sum of $1000. If 
this amount were allowed us,we could cover most of the 
items as outlined.or if purchases were made by the Depart- 
ment,we could probably get a man to build in the fire brick 
and repair the chimey-It will be noted that the suggestion 
is that the school budget will take care of the labor,with 
the probable exception of the rebuilding of the residence 
chimmey- 


I am anxious to see the new Principal get a chance to 
make good on the school work.sHe is a capable,hard working, 
conscientious man,who will surround himself with a good 
staff,and with proper equipment,should make the institution 
more of a success than it has been for some years.He was 
Asst. Principal in this school,under Mr.Denys, some years 
ago,so has experience to fall back on,also he has been in 
Indian Missionary work where he has had to do all kinds of 
work,for some thirteen years- 


I hope the Department may be able to make a suitable 
grant for this work.

I have just retumed from spending 4 month 
among our missionaries and teachers in Northern Manitoba, and 
there are a good many things that I want to talk over with you 
some time before the md of next week. 


I want this morning, however, to call your atten- 
tion to the necessity of immediate action in regard to letters 
already received by the Department fram Dr. MeGill and Mr. 
Gordon, concerning the serious condition of the Norway House 
school building. We were fortwmate in having Dr. MoGill there 
during his recent tour and he very kindly gave us helf a day to 
look over the building and discuss the minimm requirements in 
the way of additional machinery and repairs. It would be quite 
easy to provide a list of repairs and equipment running into 
five or six thousand dollars. I em enclosing a copy of the 
letter which I wrote to Mr. Gordon at Dr. McGill's request, after 
we had gone over the building with Mr. Chepin, the new principal. 
You will find this elaborated in a little more detail in Mr. 
Gordon's letter to the Department, which I have not seen, but 
which I am confident carries a true picture of the situation. 


I write to impress upon the Department the @ eat 
necessity of urgency. was in Winnipeg on Monday and Tuesday, 
and made several attempts to get in touch with Mr. A. G. Hamilton, 
the Inspector. There was no one in the office, so I presume the 
stenogrepher mst be on holidays and Mr. Hamilton out on a tour 
of inspection. As the children will be caming back August 15th, 
I took the responsibility for going to Ashdown's and ordering the 
alabastine. This was shipped on the boat last Monday, and will 
arrive at Norway House today. Even at that, since the staff 
have agreed to do the work it will be & vary difficult matter to 
get the dormitories, class-room, dining-room, &c., finished be- 
fore school opens. I asked the manager at Ashdowm's to send the 
bill to Mr. Chapin, who will be in Winnipeg for another week, and 
he will establish contact with Mr. Hamilton before he leaves. 


I am taking it for granted that, as in previous 
years, the purchase of the leundry machinery will probably be done 
directly from the Department and that all the other matters will 
be attended to thraigh Mr. Hamilton's office. 


I wish to emphasize the great importance of having 
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Mr. Philip Phelan. 


a competent man sent up to re-build the fire boxes in the furn- 
aces of the school, and re-build the chimey in the principal's 
residence. The risk from fire which has been run in that wood- 
en building during the last two years is inceloulable. Icom 
plained about the necessity of re-building these fumace fire 
boxes when I came back from Norway House three years ago, in @ 
lengthy conversation which I had with Mr. Russell Ferrier. At 
the seme time we discussed the necessity of the Department giv- 
ing a grant for a night-watchman for all of these industrial 
schools using frame buildings. I was greatly surprised to 

find on returning to Norway House this time that the grant for 

ni dit-watchman there bad never gone through. I think you 
will find Dr. McGill sufficiently impressed, when he returns to 
the office, with the urgency of this matter that there will be 
no difficulty in securing the comparatively small sum, say $200,00 
a year, which will be necessary to hire a competent man. 


If you and Dr. Stone are both going to be in Ottawa 
next Thursday, I should like to go dow and discuss with you a 
mumbexr of problems. In the meantime, I am anxious that the 
materials end equipment asked for in conection with Norway Ho se 
shall be purchased at the earliest possible date. The seamn up 
there is very short ed fires are necessary by the first of Sept- 
ember.

I have just had a visit from the Rev. Mr. 
Chapin, newly appointed Principal of the Norway House 
Indian Residential School, and he presented me with a 
letter, which is dated July 13th and addressed to 
William Gordon, Indian Agent, Norway House. 


‘The letter sets forth repairs and equipment 
required for this school and I understand was forward- 
ed by Mr. Gordon with his recommendation. Mr. Chapin 
is returning on August 6th and is very anxious that 
the Department have a suitable man ready at that time 
who can dc the necessary repair work to the furnace 
and also rebuild the chimney in connection with the 
principal's residence.

Remodel and refufnish kitchen, with the exception of 
the stoves. 


Recover dining room tables and provide new benches. 


Install a steam-pressure plant for hot water and 
laundry purposes. 


New roof for school verandah; present roof leaking 
badly in all directions. 


Fill all cracks on outside with oakum or putty, and 
paint the whole exterior, including roof.

These are imperative needs. The Department should 
also look forward to enlarging and improving the present outside 
classroom at Norway House, so as to provide teaching accommodation 
for both teachers and leave the present classroom in the main 
building as an auditorium.

I beg to report that yesterday I inspected 
the Norway House Indian Residential School. 


On the day of my visit tnere were 22 pupils 
present in the Primary Room, and 12 present in the Senior 
Room. I was informed that these numbers were much below 
the usual attendance, owing to tune pupils practicing in 
preparatdon for the annual Christmas Tree Concert. 


The registers in both class rooms were not 
entered up to date. The importance of marking these 
registers each day was impressed upon both teachers, 
and they promised to see that this was done in the 
future. 


During the past two months, consider.ble 
painting, kalsomining and repmir wogrk has been done in 
the kitchen, pupils dining room, dormitories &c; and 
a great improvement has been made. 


I would respectfully draw the attention of 
the Department to the dining tables in the pupils' 
dining room. These are not only very poorly constructed 
affairs, but I consider them highly unsanitary. The 
tops of these tables are nothing but old boards, covered 
with table oilcloth which also is in very worn condition, 
and certainly cannot ve kept in a clean and sanitary 
condition. I would strongly recommend that new tables 
be supplied to replace those now in use; also new seating 
benches, as the benches now in use are also in very bad 
shape. I would suggest that dining tables and benches 
built according to the same specifications as those 

- supplied - 


The Secretary 
Department of Indian Affairs 
Ottawa Ont;, 
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supplied to the new Indian Residential School at Birtle 
when it was furnished in 1931, would be most suitable. 
No deubt the Department's Architect, Mr R.G.Orr, will 
have the construction details of these on hand. I would 
urge that the Department give fuourable consideration to 
this matter, in order that arrangements might be made to 
have the necessary materials shipped to Norway House as 
goon as navigation opens- 


The pit in front of the furnaces had about 
eighteen inches of water in it this morning, but the 
cause of this, @ broken water pipe below tne ground, 
has already been located and repaired. 


The meals served at the time of my visit 
were of good wholeseme food, and of good variety- 


I found the discipline both in the school 
main building, and in tne class rooms to be good. 


The boys' playroom is in very poor shape, but 
I do not see that anything can be done with it at the 
present time, to improve it very much. It would require 
cement work and plastering: This room is, for some 
reason, very difficult to keep warm. 


The toilets in the boyst basement were not 
as clean and tidy as they might have been- I would 
suggest that if one of the women members of the staff 
were to be put in charge of the boys, there might 
possibly be some improvement affected in this direction, 
as a woman would be more careful to insist on cleanliness 
in such matters. 


I consider that the school has a very efficient 
staff.

(4) Refurnieh staff bedrooms with proper beds. 
(5) Supply 50 new mattresses for children's beds. 


In connection with these requests, you should 
inform the Department, early in April, next, which of the 
above iteme you would recommend be carried out. You 
should give full particulars regarding the repairs required 
and, if possible, an estimate of the cost. 


Regarding the ouignent for the staff bedrooms 
and the new mattresses for children's beds, please give 
length and width required and the number of each size. 


You state in your letter that the boys’ play- 
reom requires certain repairs. Please give ful partic- 
ulars, with an estimate of the cost. 


When we have full information, consideration 
will be given as to the amount of repaire and equipment 
that can be supplied - which will depend on the funds 
available in our Appropriation.

I have impressed upon the Principal and 
both the class-room teachers the importance of marking 
the registers daily, and keeping them up to date at all 
times» I may say that I have made another inspection 
of this school recently, in connection with which 4 
separate report is being submitted, and I found bota 
registers in good order and marked up to date. 


With reference to the toilets in the boys‘ 
basement, I beg to Say that a connection has been made 
with the boilers, which are close by, and now, by the 
use of a hose with 4 nozzle attached, these toilets are 
cleansed frequently with steam from the boilers, which 

appears to bequite effective. 


Regarding the new tables ad benches for 
the pupils* dining room, I beg to say that this matter 
has been carefully considered by tne Principal and mysef 
and after experimenting wita the floor lay-out, it is 
found that the following sized tables would be most 
suitable:-

I beg to report that on the 22nd instant, 
I inspected the Norway House Indian Residential School, 
in the afternoon. 


At the time of my visit, there were 26 
pupils present in the junior class-roon, comprising 
grades land 2- The reading aoud, especially of the 
grade 2 pupils, was very good, and it waseugite 
noticable that these pupils were beginning to get a 
little expression into their reading, and getting 
away from the characteristic monotone, in which Indian 
pupils usually do their reading. The pupils’ writing 
was also very creditable. 


In the senior class-room there were 10 
pupils present, of grades 5 and 6, and a few of grade 
4. The reading and book work of these pupils were 
also good. 


On the occasion of my previous inspection 
in December last, both class-room teachers and the 
Principal were impressed with the importance of keeping 
the registers marked daily, and on this visit, I found 
both class-room registers marked up to date and in 
good order. 


I made a second visit to the junior class 
room the following morning, the 23rd instant, to see 
the beginners at their work, and was impressed with the 
interest shown by both teacher and pupils in their 
work. Lessons in reading, writing, spelling, as well 
as singing were gone through while I was there, and 
both teacher and pupils acquitted themselves well. 


In the pupils’ dining room, the tables 
had

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had been recovered with new table oilcloth since my 
last visit, which improved them somewhat, but even 

in the short time these new coverings had been on, 
they were showing holes thpough the corners. The 
matter of new tables and benches, however, for the 
dining room, is about to be settled, according to 
Departmental letter No; 123-5-5 of the 17th January, 
to which I have replied, giving the definite require- 
ments, to-day. Good wnolesome meals are always 
served. The beead is baked of half white flour and 
half Graham flour, which makes avery nourishing food. 


With reference to the boys* playroom in 
the basement; as stated in my last report, this is in 
poor condition, and, having reference to the above 
mentioned Departmental letter of the 17th instant, 
and the paragraph therein making special mention of 
this room, I beg to say that I do not consider that 
any expense snould be incurred in repairs, until some 
arrangement can be devised for heating the room. At 
present, the radiators for tne heating of this room 
are of the hanging type, and are close to the ceiling, 
with the result that the room, especially in very cold 
weather, is too cold for the boys to be in. The Principal 
and I considered the possibility of having the radiators 
put down on the floor, but the difficulty then, would 
be to get drainage from them back to the boilers, which 
are practically at the same level. There is, however 
access to the sewer in one corner of the floor in this 
room, if that could be used for the drainage of the 
radiators. The radiators themselves were quite warn, 
but the room itself was almost as cold as outdoors; a 
portion of pipe on one wll, about five feet from the Xb 
floor being thickly covered with frost. The toilets 
in this basement were much cleaner than on my last in- 
spection. The Principal had arranged to have a pipe 
connection with the boiler made, leading into this 
place, and with a hose and nozzle, these toilets are 
now cleaned with steam and hot water from the boilers. 


In all the dormitories, as well as in 
many other places in the building, I found that there 
Was much water on the floors, due to the air valves 
on the radiators leaking. There are 95 radiagors in 
the building, with 77 of these valves, and I believe 
that not more than one tnird of these valves are 
working properly. They are, I think, of an old- 
fashioned type- I would recommend that 70 new valves 
of a reliable and efficient type, be provided for the 

radiators 
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radiators, to eliminate the constant flooding of the 
floors. 


The bed clothing in the dormotories was 
&@ll clean, and in good condition. A number of the 
beds are in bad shape, but recommendations in this 
connection will be made to the Department early in 
April next, as instreuted in the aforementioned 
Departmental letter. 


The activities of the school staff in 
cleaning up and improving the interior of the building 
has been continued since my last report, and further 
improvement is noticable, even in the attic, where 
the bulk of the supplies such as clothing &c; is kept. 


All the members of the staff show keen 
interest in their various duties, and perform them 
efficiently

May I draw the attention of the Department 
through you to the needs of our laundry, and ask that 
the new steam pressure plant advocated last year, inclu- 
ding drier and mangle, be installed this coming summer. 


The temporary water heater provided last 
summer, while meeting the needs for the winter, will 
not last for another/winter. Something will have to 
be done anyway. 


The health of the children however, is the 
most important factor and we find that the laundry work 
in its present state, is the hardest thing in the insti- 
tution on the health of the girls. The better equipment 
would relieve this strain, enable the work to be done 
properly without drudgery, and more than yield its 
returns in the safeguarding of the health of the girls 
in this deparfment.

Norway House Indian Residential School, and found every- 
thing about the institution to be clean and orderly, 
with the exception of the boys' playroom, which, as I 
have mentioned in previous reports, is in poor shape. 


12 1935 


There were 24 pupils present in the Junior 
Classroom, and 12 in the Senior Classroom, at the time 
of my visit, ad the registers in both room were marked 
up to date. 


With reference to Departmental letter 1235-5-5 
of the 13th instant; the second paragraph; in connection 
with the radiators in the boys' playroom, I beg to say 
that I find that there is a radiator in the toilet just 
off this playroom, and on the same floor level, a 
radiator which is fastened to the wall, about two feet 
above the floor. This radiator is equipped with a 
special type of valve attached to the pipe at the bottom 
of the radiator, through which the water, but not the 
steam, drains directly into the sewage system below the 
floor. There are two radiators thus eqtppped, on the 
same floor level, and if the radiators which now hang 
from the ceiling in the playroom, could be brought down 
to the same level as these, and equipped with the same 
type of valve, the playroom would be much more efficiently 
heated I think. I could not make out the name of the 
valve mentioned, & the time, but I will try and have 
one of them disconnected and examined, and will further 
advise you. The Principal informed me tnat now the 
Weather is not so cold, he intends doing considerable 
work in the way of repairing, and painting in this play- 
room in the month of March. 


On g oing into the sewing room, I found a 
large

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large pile of bpys' overalls there to be repaired, most 
of which work has to be done by hand, as the school has 
no sewing machine of the type necessary for this heavy 
sewing. There are five sewing machines; two of which 
are in good condition, one in fair condition but requires 
frequent adjusting, and two of no use. I would strongly 
recommend that if possible, this school be furnished with 
a sewing machine of the type used for heavy sewing, such 
as the repairing of overalls, as tuere is much of this 
kind of sewing to do. 


The meals served to the pupils are of good 
wholesome food, and in good variety. 


The Principal and all the menbers of the 
school staff @how keen interest in their work, and are 
constantly endeavouring to mke improvements wherever 
possible. 


Since my last inspection of this school, the 
Principal has taken up with me the matter of some new 
equipment for the laundry, namely; a steam pressure 
plant, with steam drier and mangle. I asked him to 
embody tnis request in a lettér, and attached hereto 
you will find a copy of the letter. I understand that 
the Rev; Mr Beaton of the Home Mission Board of the 
United Chureh, has already taken this matter up with 
the Department at Ottawa, and would recommend that the 
matter receive the Department's favouravle consideration, 
as this equipment is certainly needed.

With regard to a location for the 
proposed high pressure boiler; we find it impossible 
to set this in the boiler room - presuming the boiler 
would ve of the sawe, or similar type to tne one at 
tne Birtle Residential School - and there are several 
objections to having it located in the laundry btself,; 
chief of which are tne additional neat it woulda Cause, 
and the carrying in of tne wood fuel; the asnes &c; 


Sneet Nop 2 snows the only location 
for the boiler tnat is available, and which I think 
would prove very Satisfactory. The red circle snows 
tne proposed location of tne boiler, with the smoke 
pipes from it leading into the main chimney. This 
room, witn the exception of that small part of it 
used for the batteries, is not used for aything in 
particular, and the batteries could be moved into 
the engine room and the temporary partition taken 

- down -

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down. The small outside shed shown, is not in use, 
and this could be taken down, and the doorway leading 
into it could be made into an opening througa which 
fuel for the boiler could be taken in from outside 
the building.

The steam pipes from the pressure 
boiler to the laundry could be carried along the 
ceiling of the corridpp, where there we one or two 
other pipes being carried to radiators in the laundry.

With reference to the request for laundry aquipment 
at the Norwey House Indian Residential School, I would recommend 
thet they be furnished with a belt driven 36"x 48" Drytex Tumbler, 
as manufactured by the Canadien Laundry Machinery Co. Ltd., the 
present obselete steam coil dryer to be removed from the laundry 
and the Drytex Tumbler to be installed in its place. 


I would also recommend that they be furnished with 4 10 HP. 
high pressure steam boiler to provide steam pressure required to 
properly operate their washer and tumbler. It will probably be necessary 
to have a steam fitter sent from Winnipeg to make the installation. The 
high pressure steam boiler is manufactured in Winnipeg by the Vulcan Iron 
Works Limited.

You will remember that the last time I was 
in Ottawa I had with me 4 list of furnishings required in the 
Norwey House Indian Residential School and, st your request, I 
took it away to secure more definite information as to the size 
of the beds. I am now in receipt of a cammunication from the 
Principal, Rev. R. T. Chapin, fram which I have compiled a list 
which I think is fully explanatory. 


I understand from Mr, Chapin that she inform- 
ation concerning the valvesfor the radiators has gone forward 
from Mr. Lazenby, the Indian Agent, and that what I am enclosing 
may be entirely unnecessary. I em sending it merely because I 
promised to do so when we discussed the matter. 


The letters we are receiving from the North 
seem to indicate an early break-up and I should think that 
navigation on Lake Winnipeg would likely begin some time about 
the third week in May. 


I also have from Mr. Chapin & copy of the 
drawings which he has forwarded to the Department concerning 
the alterations in the kitchen, pantry and children's dining- 
room. The tadles for the diningroom heve already been ordered, 
according to the information you gave me previously, throug 
Mr. A. G. Hamilton, the Inspector in Winnipeg, and are being 
puilt according to these specifications. 


I hope you will be able to tell from these 
drewings whet the kitchen and diningroom will look like after 
the alterations are canpleted. I wnderstand fran Mr. Orr that 
the plan of the Norway House School was not draw in his Depart- 
ment. Sometimes I wonder if it were drawn by anybody who knew 
the first principles of residential school construct ion. Person- 
ally, I cannot conceive of 4 more awkward leyout than the one 
which has been in use and which it is now proposed to change. 
It will not be a very large item of expense to make the alterations 
in the kitchen, pantry, &., 48 the work can be done by the school 
steff and all that will be needed is hardware and materials. I 
cannot se how even @ beginning can be made on the re-arrangement 
of the kitchen until after the children are dismissed for summer 
holidays in June.

With reference to Departmental letter No; 
1235-5-5 datefi the 17th January 1955, paragraphs bo 
7 inclusive,\I beg to say that with the Principal sf 
the Norway House Indian Residential School, I have” gone 
carefully into the needs of this school with regard to 
repairs and equipment as asked for by the authorities 
of the United Church, and recommend the followings- 


Having reference to the above mentioned 
Departmental letter, paragraph 4, No l- Remodel 
Kitchenj;- I am attaching hereto, several rough sketches 
prepared by the school Principal, showing what is pro- 
posed in connection with remodelling the kitchen. 


Sketch No; 1 shows the lay-out of the kitchen 
and the pupils' dining room as it will appear after the 
remodelling is completed, and the new tbhiles and benches 
(which I am now advised are ready for shipment from 
Winnipeg), are in place. 


Sketch No; 2 shows the front and end elevations 
of a cupboard to be placed in the corner of the pujils' 
dining room. The measurements and other details are 
ziven. 

Sketch No; 3 shows the front ad end elevations, 
wind the top, of three tables, to be made to the same 
design, but all of different measurements. Tables 1 and 
2 have sliding doors on both sides, while table 3 has the 
sliding doors on one side only, veing built against the 
wall. The positions of these tables in the kitchen is 
shown on sketch No; l. 


Sketch No; 4 shows two cupboards designed for 
the pantry, one cupboard having closed doors on top, and 
tne other having open shelves. 


Sketch No; 5 shows the details of a mypboard 
for the kitchen, to replace a suiall shabby affair that is 
there at present. Its position in the kitchen is shown 
on sketch No; l. 


The details given on the above mentioned sketches 
will give, I think, the information required, excepting 
as to cost of materials and labour, of which I have not 
been aOle to arrive at an estimate that is likely to be 
reliable, lacking the necessary information. I would 
recommend that tne remodelling of the kitchen on the 
lines given above, be approved by the Department.

Re; Re-roofing Verandah: Attached 
hereto is a rough sketch, showing the shape of this roof, 
with measugements. The roof is now covered with sheet 
galvanized iron, which is rusted through in numerous 
places, having been on since the school was first built. 
Tt is thought that it might be well to replace this sheet 
iron with a covering of felt, tar, and gravel. In any 
case, I would recommend that this work be done, as it is 
an urgent need; but would rather leave the decision as to 
the type of roof to the Department's architect. 


In my inspection report regarding this 
school, under date of the 25th January last, paragpaph 8, 
I made mention of the unsatisfactory valves on the heat- 
ing radiators about the building, and the constant flood- 
ing of the floors. To eliminate this, I would recommend 
the purchase of the following valves:~-

I also beg to report that recently 
when 
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when I was at the school, the men were busy cleaning out 
one of the boilers, and had the tae hand holes open- 

There are two of these in each boiler, one at each end, 
and the metal of the boilers warpounding these holes has 
rusted away, until two of the holes are now larger than 
the plugs which snould close them. Owing to the uneven~ 
ness of the boiler plate around these holes it is very 
difficult to get the plugs tight enough to keep the steam 
in. The boilers of course never have much steam pressure 
on them. ~ do not know how these defects can be remedied 
unless it might be done by having @ piece of the boiler 
plate surrounding tne holes cut out with an acetylene 
torch, and anotuer piece of plate welded in. In any 
cage, it seems to me that some sort of remedial measures 
will need to be taken very soon, otherwise it will be 
impossible to use the boilers at all.

Sir, 


I beg to report that I inspected the 
Norway House Unitedé Church Indian Residential School, 
with the exception of the class rooms, on the 4tn 
instant, and the class rooms to-day. 


On the 4th instant, the Principal 
reported to me that the gasoline engine, which has been 
in use for driving all the machinery; electric light 
generator, water pump, laundry machinery &c; had broken 
while running. I went to the school, and found that 
the crank shaft of this engine had broken in two, while 
it was running, and had caused considerable other oreax- 
age, besides the shaft itself. As they had another 
engine of similar type and horse power, which was in 
use outside the building for work such as filling the 
silo etc, it was decided to install this one. The 
school engineer happened to be away on two days leave 
of absence at the time the above accident happend, and 
it was necessary to loan them the engineer from the 
agency staff to put things rignt. 


I found the dormitories clean and well 
aired; the beds and ved clothing aiso clean and in good 
condition. 


The laundry was in good working order 
in every way. The newly installed high pressure boiler, 
and Drytex Tumbler are working perfectly. 


The sewing room was in good shape- The 
recently installed heavy type sewing machine is very 
much appreciated and has eliminated a great deal of 
heavy sewing by hand on the overalls etc;. The Principal 
took the heads of two of the other sewing machines with 
him to Winnipeg this summer and had them put in first class 
condition also. 


The kitchen has been recently equipped 
with a series of new cupboards and tilting bins, which 
has vastly improved this department of the school. Food 
stuffs and the kitchen equipment is now properly and 
efficiently cared for. 


The pupils’ dining room has also been 
greatly improved with the installation this summer of 
new tables and benches. The meals served to the pupils 
consist of good wholesome food, of good variety 


The heating radiators have been equi pped 
- with -

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with new valves, and this has eliminated the former 
nuisance of water leaking over the floors. 


A considerable amount of painting has 
been done about the interior of the building, which has 
also greatly improved the appearance and cleanliness of 
the place- 


Several changes were made in the staff 
personel after the summer vacation, and the new members 
appear to be getting into the work very well. The staff 
as a whole are efficient, keenly intereeved in the work, 


and are all working togetner in harmonious fashion. 


When I visited the senior class room on 
the 12th instant, there were 29 pupils present. Grades 
2, 3, and 7 are taken in the mornings, and grades 4, 5, 
6, and 8 in the afternoons. Tne register was marked up 
to date. The reading of the pupils was put fair. They 
do not speak oat; which, however, is a very common fault 
among Indian pupils. The book work was also fair as 4 
whole. The writing W but figure work was poor 
and somewhat untidy, e work was good 4s far as 
correctness was concerned. essed this room and 
its teacher, with I and suggested 
that the teacher might work usiasm 
in his work, and so endeavour to in 
siasm into the pupils. Both teacher and pupils 
to be rather inclined to be teasy-going'- 


I visited the Junior class room and 
the Rossville Day School this afternoon. Since the close 
of summer vacation, the Rossville Day gchool and the 
Junior classes of the Residential School are being 
taught as one, in the Rossville school building. 
time of my visit, there were 52 pupils present, 1

Immediately across from the Reserve at Norway 

House is a small Island, known in the past as Forestry Islend. 
+ is separated from the mainland by perhaps 600 yards of 

ter. The buildings on it belong to the Department of the 
Interior. They housed the members of the Forestry staff be- 
fore the Natural Resources were taken over by the Province of 
Manitoba. With the exception of one residence, the buildings 
are now unoccupied and falling into decay. Among them is a 
bunk-house, 20 by 46 feet, originally used by members of the 
Air Force. 


Our people have written, asking whether or not 
the Department of the Interior would be willing to transfer 
this building to the Department of Indian Affairs. The members 
of the church and the boys in the residential school would 
assume responsibility for taking it down, transporting it across 
to Rossville, and putting it up somewhere on the school site, to 
be used as a commnity centre. There is no auditorium in con- 
nection with the School at Norway House and no adequate gymnasium 
or play-room, The latter is a very great lack in a country which 
has such long winters as Norway House. All expenses in connection 
with the moving and reconstruction of the building would be borne 
by the Indian people and the missionaries. 


If it is impossible to transfer this building from 
one Department to another in this way, will you please enquire 
from the Department of the Interior whether or not they would be 
willing to sell it to The United Church of Canada for a nominal 
sum, I think our local church at Norway House would probably be 
willing to pay a small sum of $25 or $50 for the building and 
move it on to the church site, That would provide the comunity 
centre, but it would put the senior pupils of the Residential 
School at a decided disadvantage in getting the use of the building. 


I would very greatly appreciate your good offices in 
finding out at the earliest possible date what cam be done about 
thia matter.

I beg to report that on the 23rd October, I 
inspected the Norway House Indian Residential School, 
including the senior class room, but not the junior 
class room, which is conducted in conjunction with the 
Rossville Indian Day School. 


Since my last inspection of this school, before 
the summer vacation, the outside of the building has been 
given one coat of paint, which has considerably improved 
the appearance of the place. The building, being frame 
construction, and not having been painted for a considerable 
number of years, was so dried out, that one coat of paint 
scarcely made any impression in some places. It should 
have at least two more coats of paint to properly preserve 
it and protect it from the weather. The old system of 
electric wiring has been removed, and a new system, in 
flexible conduit installed, including a fire alarm signal 
system. This has considerably reduced the fire hazard. 
Several items of new furniture have also been provided for 
the various staff rooms, such as chairs, dressers &c. 


The dormitories were clean and tidy, and well 
aired, with ample room for their occupants. 


The sewing room was orderly, and clean, with a 
number of the girl pupils present, teking instruction in 
sewing. 


The bathrooms and toilets were all Clean, and in 
good working condition. 


The kitchen was clean, tidy, and in good order, 
with a number of the senior girls at work under the direct 
supervision of the dietician. The food served to the pupils 
is good, wholesome, and of good variety. 


In the basement, I found that the high pressure 
boiler, which was newly installed a year ago, was being 
dismantled. On making inquiry as to what the trouble was, 
I was informed that the water had been allowed to get too 
low while the boiler was in operation, resulting in leaking 
flues. On making further investigation a day or two later, 
I found that it has been the practice lately, to leave one 
or other of the Indian boys in charge of this boiler, and 
it is my opinion that the lower end of the guage glass had 
been allowed to get plugged up, which would result in the 
water remaining in the glass, when the water in the boiler 
itself was very much lower than the bottom of the glass, 
thus whatever inexperienced boy was in charge, would think 
by looking at the glass, that there was plenty of water in 
the boiler when there was not.

The laundry was busy at the time of my visit, and 
the various machine were all operating well. The bakery 
is badly in need of a new oven, and this has been requisi- 
tioned for through the estimets for next year. 


In the senior class room, there were 18 pupils 
present; 9 boys and 9 girls. There are 45 pupils on the 
roll, 26 of whom attend in the afternoons, and 19 in the 
mornings. The teacher of this class room, Mr Harry Meadows, 
and the pupils, show keen interest in their work. The 
discipline was very good, and the pupils were attentive, 
and prompt in their answers to questions. 


The fire equipment is good, having been much 
improved by the recent installation of the new alarm 
signal sastem. The fire escapes consist of two sliding 
poles of metal. Fee drill is carried out at intervals 
of about one month, and at these drills, the building is 
usually emptied in from three to four minutes.

Mr. Agent Lasenby's letter of October 28th, 
reporting on his inspection of the Norway House Indian 
Residential School on October 23rd, reached the Department 
on the first instant. 


Part of his report reads, as follows:- 


“In the basement, I found that the high 
pressure boiler, which was newly installed a year 
ago, was being dismantled. On making inquiry as 
to what the trouble was, I was informed that the 
water had been allowed to get too low while the 
boiler was in operation, resulting in leaking 
flues. On making further investigation a day or 
two later, I found that it has been the practice 
lately, to leave one or other of the Indian boys 
in charge of this boiler, and it is my opinion 
that the lower end of the guage glass had been 
allowed to get plugged up, which would result in 
the water remaini in the glass, when the water 
in the boiler itself was very much lower than the 
bottom of the glass, thus whatever inexperienced 
boy was in charge, would think by looking at the 
Glass, that there was plenty of water in the 
boiler when there was not. I discussed this matter 
with the Principal and strongly advised him to see 
that the school engineer was in direct charge of 
this boiler when it was in operation in the future, 
in order to avoid any possibility of accident. 
This boiler operates at a pressure of from 60 to 
70 lbs. and it is very unwise, in my opinion, to 
leave an inexperienced Indian boy in charge of it 
while it is in operation." 


The Department agrees with Mr. Lazenby that 
e 


it is very undesirab to leave the boiler in charge of an 
inexperienced Indian boy. It will be expected that, in 
future, a qualified member of the school staff will oversee 
the operation of this boiler.

My dear Mr. Sutherland: Ret Norway House Indian 
Residential School. 


I am sending you a copy of the estimate of 
needs for the fiscal year beginning April lst, 1937, which I 
am sure you have already received through Mr, Indian Agent Laz- 
enby, concerning the Norway House Indian Residential School. 
I have deliberately refrained from putting prices opposite the 
first three items, because I presume the Government has 4 fixed 
price with the manufacturers of this equipment. 


I went over this list very carefully with the 
Principal of the School and can assure yu that there is nothing 
asked for which is not absolutely necessary. In connection with 
the first item - Storage Batteries, - I would like to renew a 
suggestion that I have already made on at least two previous 
occasions, namely, that it would pay the Government to instal one 
electric light plant, with a Diesel engine, to care for the hos- 
pital, the agency, the school, and the Government residences at 
Norway House. The initial cost might seem large, but the Diesel 
fuel is so mech cheaper than gasoline and the engines have three 
or four times the length of life that a gasoline engine has, so 
that over a period of ten years it would be an economy measure, 
If the plant were equipped with two Diesel engines, as our hos~ 
pital at Port Simpson is and as the mw hospital at Bella Bella 
ie, the batteries would be eliminated altogether. Their renewal 
every three or four years is a very expensive item. 


While I am talking about the Norway House School, 
may I return once again to the question of the enormous risk which 
the Government is running by having 105 children and a staff in that 
old frame building without a night watchman. It certainly would be 
a sad day for the Department of Indian Affairs and the Church, if a 
fire broke out there in the depth of winter and the public were made 
aware of the fact that the small grant necessary to keep & night 
watchman on the job from October to May had been refused, 


We very deeply appreciate the grants that have 
been made towards this School since Mr. Chapin became Prinoi pal and 
we are grateful for Dr. McGill's letter in which he expresses satis- 
faction at the improvement in conditions, as evidenced by the In- 
spector's reports, since the occasion of his last visit.

® When I visited the school a second time, on the 12th 
4nstant, I went downstairs to see the high pressure boiler, 
which had not been operating when I visited the school on 
the 9th instant. I found that this boiler was carrying a 
pressure of 60 lbs per square inch, and two Indian boys 
were in charge of it. One of these boys was probably 20 
yearsof age; a graduate of the school, and employed there, 
named Hedley Ross. This boy, while no doubt a handy sort 
of boy in many ways, is not a qualified engineer, and in 
my opinion, should not be left in charge of this boiler, 

In connection with this matter, I beg to refer you to my 
inspection report regarding this school dated 28th October 
1936, and the official letter of the Department, No; a thal 
dated 3rd December 1936 addressed to the Principal of the 
school, regarding the operation of this boiler, Mr, RL, 
Stevenson, a member of the school staff, has a 3rd class

I beg to forward herewith a copy of a letter handed to 
me by the Principal of the Norway House Indian Residential 
School, regarding the immediate necessity of procuring the 
new washing machine requisitioned for. 


The washing machine was requisitioned for through the 
Estimates for the current year, and on the 25th March last, 
at the Principal's request, I wrote a special letter to the 
Department requesting that this item be shipped if possible, 
by the first evailable boat in the spring after the openeing 
of navigation. 


On receiving the attached letter from the Principal, 
I went to the school and examined the washing machine, and 
found that it is rapidly falling to pieces, and will not last 
for many more washings.

Sir, 


I beg to report that at about 3 p.m. yesterday after- 
noon, a member of the Norway House Residential School steff 
ran to this office and told me that the school was on fire. 


I immediately went over to the school, and found that 
the roof had taken fire inside, where the roof joins the big 
chimney. The Principal, Rev: R.T.Chapin, and some of the men 
of the staff, were already on the roof when I got there, and 
with two fire extinguishers, had extinguished the blaze; one 
inside the attic, and the other outside on the roof. Very 
little damage was done, and this can be repaired with a board 
or two. The fire was discovered by the Matron, Mrs Carefoot, 
who happened to look up the inside of the dumb waiter, which 
runs up from the kitchen, alongside the chimney, and she saw 
smoke at the top. She immediately started the fire alarm, 
and all the pupils were quickly evacuated from the building 
without any trouble or panic. 


The Principal and I made a careful examination of the 
chimney, but could not find any crack or hole in it through 
which a spark could get out. The walls of the chimney are 
two bricks thick. There is a sheet metal ‘saddle’ on the 
roof where the chimney comes through, to run the rain water 
off at each side of the chimney, but this 'saddle' is not 
grouted into the wall of the chimney, but simply placed 
against it on the outside. It is thought that a spark from 
the top of the chimney must have been whirled by the wind, down 
between the chimney wall and the metal saddle, on to the shingle 
roof below, and with possibly a draft blowing in as well, this 
spark has set fire to the roof, (see sketch). 


This metal saddle should have been set into the wall of 
the chimney properly, but this was not done when it was built. 
It cannot be done now, owing to the sub-zero weather, but will 
be done as soon as possible in the spring. As a temporary 
measure, the metal saddle is being replaced, with a packing of 
asbestos between it and the chimney, so that there will be no 
orifice through which any more sparks can get in. 


It was fortunate that the fire took place in the day 
time, and that it was so promptly discovered and dealt with, 
as the building is entirely of frame construction, and if a 
fire were to get any sort of start, it would brn like tinder. 

The water pipe which serves the fire hose, and which 
runs up inside the building, projects right through into the 
attic, where the pipe is capped at the top. I would strongly

{fT would therefore recommend that the above fittings 
be purchased, and shipped out by airplane as soon as possible. 


I realize, of course, that shipment of such freight 
by airplane is expensive, but in view of yesterday's experience 
I think the expenditure is justified, as we still have at least 
six months to come, when the fire hazerd is greatest. The 
air express rate from Winnipeg to Norway House is .20¢ per pound.

I beg to advise you that Rev: R.T.Chapin, Principal 
of the Norway House Indian Residential School, has asked 
that a new Kitchen Sink be provided as soon as possible, 
for the school kitehen, as the present one is worn out, 
and is beyond repair. It has been patched up quite a 
number of times, and nothing more can be done with it now. 


Mr R.A.Hoey's letter, No; 123-5-5 of the lst April 
1938, stated that the sum of $1,000.00 had been appropriated 
for repairs, improvements, and purchase of new equipment 
for this school for the present fiscal year. To date, 
the following expenditures are, (in round figures), all 
that have been made; for this school.

The Principa} informs me that General Steelwares L'td 
of Winnipeg would be likely to have the type of sink required, 
and I consider that a sink made of either stainless steel or 
monel metal, would eliminate any further trouble for many 
years to come. Would you kindly advise me if the sink 
asked for might be purchased.

I beg to report that on the 22nd May, I 
inspected the Norway House Indian Residential School, 
with the following findings:- 


In the store room in the attic, new fire 
hoses and stand pipes were installed in February, and 
there are also two hand fire extinguishers in addition. 
This room was clean and tidy, and well kept. 


All the dormitories were clean and in good 
order. There are a few minor repairs to be made this 
summer to the plaster of the walls of the junior boys' 
dormitory. The blankets on the beds in this dormitory 
are getting quite shabby, but the Principal advised me 
that he had a new stock of blankets on order, which would 
arrive on the opening of navigation. Some of the bed 
springs in all the dormitories were in poor shape. 


The sewing room; laundry; and bakery were all 
in good order in every way, and efficiently managed. 


The kitchen was clean and orderly, and well 
managed in every way. The only defect in the kitchen 
4g the metal sink, which is in very poor shape, and which 
I brought to the attention on the Department in my letter of 
the 24th February last. 


: All the pupils were fairly well clothed, and 
clean. 


In the class room, there were 29 girls present, 
there being 58 pupils on the roll, the balance of the pupils 
being taught at the Rossville Day School. The register was 
well kept, and marked up to date. Several of the boy 
pupils were at manual training in the carpenter shop. 

The class room work of the pupils present, was creditable; 
their book work being neat, clean, and well done.

I beg to request that the installation of the 
Chlorinator and Water Pressure Pump in the Norway House 
Indian Residential School might be proceeded with as soon 
as possible after the opening of navigation, about lst 
June next. zs 

When in Ottawa, I discussed the matter with 
Mr Philip Phelan, who advised me that the sun of $800.00 
had been included in the Zstimates for the new chlorinating 
plant. 


As the Chlorinator itself should not cost more 
than about $350.00, it was suggested that with the balance 
a new pressure pump might be provided, to replace the 
present one, which is very old, and obsolete. The present 
pump is a Gardner-Denver, and when it operates, it vibrates the 
whole building, although many methods have been tired to 
reduce this. In addition, whenever repairs are required 
for this pump, there is always considerable difficulty in 
procuring them, as the pump has no serial numher, of other 
mark of identification, apart from the name of the makers. 


When I was in Ottawa, a gentleman from the 
engineering branch, (whose name I omitted to note, but 
would probably be known by Miss Walton), came to the 
office on two occasions to discuss the matter of this 
pump with me. On his second visit, he brought a quota-~ 
tion of $325.00, F.0.8. Montreal, for a FairbanksfAiorse 
Pump of 5,000 gallons per hour capacity, plus $35.00 
for automatic control. 


The pressure tank at the school is a very large 
one, deing six feet in diameter, and 20 feet long, and 
therefore a pump with a good capacity is required. This 
pump could be operated with the moter that operates the 
present one, so that there would be no change in that 
respect: 


Mr Phelan advised me to bring this matter to 
the attention of the Department immediately after the beginnigg 
of the new fiscal year. 


I may say that all particulars regarding the 
chlorinators were left with Dr Stone when I was there.

I beg to advise you that kev: R.T.Chapin, 
the Principal of the Norway House Indian Residential School, 
advises me that some time ago, hereceived a letter, dated 
May 15th 1939, from the United Church Offices in Toronto, 
from which the following is a quitation:- 


"At the end of March we received from the 
"Department a cheque for $152.00, being a 
"refund on account of barrels returned." 


This is apparently a refund, at $8.00 
each, on the 19 empty gasoline barrels I returned to the 
Imperial O11 L'td on October 6th 1938, with which the school 
had nothing to do, as these were barrels used entirely 
by the agency, for the old lighting plant, motor boats 
etc. The school was to receive credit for empty 
fuel oil barrels, up to 120, in connection with the new 
+) | ai plant, which commenced operation on 4th October 
1938. 


On the 3lst May 1939, there were 22 
empty fuel oil barrels returned to Imperial Bil L'td, 
and 2@, to British American Oil Co: L'td, making 42 
in all, for which the school was to receive credit, and 
these were the first shipments of empty barrels which were 
to be credited to the school. T have just shipped out 
to these two oil companies a further 18 empty barrels for 
the credit of the school. The cheque for $152.00 has 
evidently been credited to the school in error, as they 
were not entitled to it.

I beg to report that to-day I inspected the 
Norway House Indian Residential School. 


This school building, being of frame construction, 
and old, is of course showing signs of wear and tear, being 
out of line in several places, and so on. The interior, 
however, during the past summer, has been practically 
entirely re-decorated; walls, ceilings, floors etc, having 
been painted, kalsomined, or varnished as requirements 
indicated. A new hot water storage tank; jacket heater; 
and kitchen sink were purchased for the school. The tank 
and the kitchen sink were received on the last boat of the 
season, but the jacket heater did not arrive, although I 
was advised by Mr Inspector A.G.Hamilton, that all these 
things were to be shipped together, from the one firm from 
whom they were purchased. The kitchen sink has been 
installed, but the hot water storage tank has not been 
installed as yet, and the Principal advises me that they 
will continue with the old tank, until the jacket heater 
is received and install both at the same time; provided of 
course, the old tank does not again develop leaks in the 
meantime. The outside of the building is badly in need 
of painting, for which purpose an item was included in the 
Estimates for the next fiscal year. The dormitories were 
all clean and tidy, and well aired. The wash rooms also 
were very clean and neat, as also were all the other depart- 
ments, kitchen; layndry, bake-room etc. 


The class room register was marked up to date, and 
there are 58 pupils on the roal, 30 of them being present at 
the morning session; the other 28 attend the class room in the 
afternoons. The 58 pupils are divided into the following

There are fire escapes, beth of the sliding 
pole type, and are easily accessible, and the fire alarm 
system is electric, recently new, and in good condition. Fire 
drill has been carried out weekly until the winter set in, 
and since that time, at least once a mont, and sometimes 
oftener. The usual night watchman has been employed since 
November lst. In connection with the employing of the night 
watchman, I may say that I wrote to the Department on October 
13th last, requesting authority to employ the night watchman 
at the usual allowance of $40.00 per month, but our mail 
service was suspended the following day, so that no reply 
has been received, and I do not know as yet if my letter was 
received at the Department. However, as the employing of a 
night watchman is absolutely necessary at this achool, and 
there has been one for some years past, the same man as usual 
was given the duty beginning November list.

Ottawa, Ontario, 
My dear Mr, Hoey: 


I am in receipt of a letter from Mr, Chapin, the 
Principal of the Norway House School in regard to different matters, 
and in the course of it he refers to a communication from Ottawa in 
regard to the payment of the wages of the man who looks after the 
power plant and repairs to the engines. I think the best thing to 
do is to quote what he has to sayt- 


‘When the new power plant was established it meant 
that two men had to be employed to look after it - 4 
day and night man, We started off with the School 
employing and paying one man and the Department employ~- 
ing and paying the other, Of course we do not pay as 
high a wage as they do; we have @ young fellow and they 
have a married man with large family. The Auditor Gen- 
eral has been going into things; he overlooks the fact 
that we are hiring one man, and orders that, as from 
April Ist, 1939, the school shall pay 60% of the salary 
of the powerhouse attendant, also 60% of the cost of 
repairs and parts for engines in that time. This amount, 
$31.90 for repairs and $456.06 for weges, is to be de- 
ducted from our September quarter per capita allowance. 
I am enclosing copy of my reply to the Agent. The 60% 
basis was worked out when the power plant was installed - 
that was about the proportion of power the School used," 


If there was an agreement that the School should pay one man and 
the Department should pay the other, do you think it quite fair 
to make any change without consulting us or the Principal about 
the matter? I confess that it seems neither businesslike, 
courteous nor fair for the Government to vary an arrangement which 
has been made without consulting the other party concerned, This 
happened in connection with the reduction in the per capita grant 
to the residential schools, and also in connection with the decidon 
to reduce the pericd of teaching in the day schools by one month. 
Now, for a third time, we have an instance of the variation of 4 
working agreement without any consultation with us at all. 


I want once more to protest against this kind 
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of treatment. It would appear in this case that it was the 
Auditor General who hed the change made. Are we to understand 
that the Auditor General has power to vary an agreement into 
which your Department has entered with the Ghureh or an indiv~ 
jauel? If this gort of thing is to become the practice at 
Ottawa, then I think our protest will have to go further. 


You will also note in Mr, Chapin's letter 
to the Agent (copy of which is enclosed) his query 48 to why 
the School's share of the cost of repeirs to the power plant 
engines ghould not be charged against the annuel grant to the 
School for building and repairs instead of against the per capita 
grant. Will you be good enough to look into this matter, also, 
and let us mow whether Mr. Chapin's wishes in this matter can

You will probably remember that there were 
barrels of oil sent to Norway House School in 1938, The School 
was charged with $974.40 to cover the cost of the barrels, which 
amount was to be refunded to the School when the barrels were 
returned. The only refund we have had to date is an amount of 
$152.00, received on March 2&th, 1939. However, there was 
deducted from the grant for the June quarter, 1939, an amount of 
$12.00 for freight on barrels which were returned, We are in- 
formed that in May, 1939, 42 barrels were returned by the Agent, 
for which the School was to receive a credit of $336.00. From 
the September (1939) quarter grant $58,84 was deducted for freight 
on these barrels, but we never received the refund. (Mr. Chapin 
points out that the freight on 42 barrels would be only $27.30.) 
In May, 1940, the Agent returned another 18 barrels, for which the 
School was to have been credited with $144.00. We have had no 
refund of this amount either. In June, 1940, the Agent returned 
41 barrels, for which the School should have received a credit 
of $3528.00. The freight on these was charged back direct to the 
School, but there has been no credit given us for the returned 
barrels. 


Will you be good enough to look into this 
matter and see that Norway House School gets the refunds which 
are due, It does not seem quite right to charge us freight for 
barrels that were returned and not give us credit for the barrels 
themselves. 


As far as the grant for the Jum quarter, 1940, 
is concerned, ~ on the basis of 92.24 per cent. of a pupilage of 
105, we figure the grant should be $4237.27. In addition, for 
special nursing care an amount of $252.75 was due, figured on the 
basis of 931 days at 25 cents, This made a total due, according 
to our figuring, of $4470.02, whereas the amount sent for the 
quarter was only §4004.76. This may be the result of charging 
the School with further amounts for freight on oil barrels and 
not crediting the refunds on the barrels. Will you please look 
into this, too, and let us know what the explanation is, 


It would help us very much in understanding the 
amounts sent by the Government for residential schools fram quarter 
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to quarter, if the form which accompanies the cheque were to 
specify exactly what the amount covers.

In memorandum of October &, the Director 
of the Surveys and Engineering Branch, in reporting 
on the alterations to Norway House light and power 
plant, states that the 1500 gallon pump at the hos- 
pital and the 5000 gallon pump at the school have 
both been installed in the power plant building and 
connected to a o m delivery pipe. 


He states, further, that the 1500 gallon 
pump has sufficient capacity to meet normal require- 
ments at the Agency, but that additional pumping 
capacity would be required in case of fire. 


He advises that the 5000 gallon pump for- 
meray in the school only operates at 25% efficiency 
and that to re-condition this old pump, including 
ober a freight and cartage, would cost at least 
$13: + . 


In view of the fact that the cost of a 
new pump would be little more than the cost of re- 
pai the old one, the engineer looking after the 
Norway House plant obtained prices from the Power 
and Mine Supply Company end the Canadian Fairbanks 
Morse.

I desire to refer to your letter of September Sth, 
in connection with the operation of the lighting plant at the 
Norway House Indian Residential School. I regret that wy 
reply to your letter has been so delayed but, due to circum- 
stances beyond our control, it was not possible to reply sooner 
as the whole question of expenditure in connection with light 
and power at Norway House has been the subject of correrpondence 
with our officials. 


When the new lighting plant was inetalled at Yorwey 
House it was understood that 60% of the cost would be charged 
against the Norway House Residential School. I was under the 
impression that Rev. Mr. Chapin was aware of this arrangement» 
and that it included both the cost of the oil and wages of the 
men employed to handle the plant. However, certain payments 
were made and a percentage of them was not charged against the 
school and, as a consequence, the Auditor Gereral has drawn 
our attention to the fact that we were not earrying out the 
arrangement originally made by ourselvese He, therefore, 
directed that we should carry out our own agreement. This 
necessitated charging against the per capita grant certain 
amounts whioh should have been deducted in 19396 


The point that was raised in your letter in connection 
with the Department charging the school with repairs to the 
electrie.plant is, I feel, well taken and, geonsequently, it has 
been decided to make no such deductions 


In order to adjust the matter, certain deductions have 
been made from the September quarter per capita allowance of the 
Norway House School. Fer your information, I enclose a state- 
ment of these deductions, also a statement showing amounts 
refunded to the school for empty barrels which have been returned. 
In addition, a detailed report regarding the method of arriving

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at the amount due the school for the September quarter 
is also attached. 


During the past summer the Department has made a 
complete re-arrangement of the light and power plants 
installed at Norway House in 1938. This means that all 
machinery for lighting the various puildingss driving 
electrical equipment and pumping water are now installed 
in one central buildings Arrangements are now proceeding 
for the purchase and installation of a new pressure pumpe 


The above installation will be operated by the same 
persons and our officials have found that the annual 
operating costs, including labour, oil,» ete, will be 
approximately $4,000 a years This would involve the 
employment and payment by the Department of Mr. Stevenson 
and Mre Ross, both of whom are now on the staff of the 
Norway House School. 


As shown by our auditer's reports, the amount 
expended by the Norway House School for light, water and 
owex over a period of years has averaged approximately 
2,000. It is, therefore, felt that a fair charge against 
the school in future for supplying light, power and water 
would be the amount mentioned in the preceding sentences 
which is 60% of the total operating costse The new 
system should, of course, give much better service than 
the school has received in the past. I trust that the 
proposed arrangement meets with your approval, and it 
would be appreciated if you would advise me to that effect. 


The deduction of the annual payment from the Norway 
Heuse School could be made from the per capita allowance 
at the rate of $600 a quarter.

General: 


During the night of the lst instant, the intake 
pipe line of the water system froze up. The men of the school 
and agency staff worked on the pips till 4p.m. at which time 
three more Indians were hired to help with the job. A steam 
boiler was made, with a steel barrel, and steqm was used on 
the pipe, as well as fire. The pipe was thawed out and in 
use again by midnight, by which time the need for water in 
the heating boilers in the buildings was becoming urgent. 
Further steps were immediately taken for the protection of 
the pipe line, and to try to eliminate the possibility of 
@ recurrence, During the first week of the month, the 
necessary credit vouchers, labour returns, etc, in connection 
with the accountable advances made for payment of labour for 
the laying and protection of the new extension of the intake 
pipe line, were prepared, and forwarded direct to the Chief 
Engineer at Ottawa.

In presenting the enclosed estimate of our needs 
for 1941 I have tried to keep within the actual needs of 
the year. If repairs are not kept up year by year the byilding 
soon goes hopelessly back and requires twice the expense to 
put in shape again 

The building is now in bad need of paint. When it was 
painted in 1936 it had stood I do not know how many years since 
its last paintings The one coat of paint, which was all that 
was put on in 1936, made little protective coating as it so 
went into the wood. It ought to have been done this year but had 
to be held over. If it is left longer than next year even a two 
coat job will not put it in proper shape again. 

Plumbing equipment and repair parts are an essential to 
be kept on hand. After navigation stops there is no way of getting 
in such except by plane at 20¢ per pound. So we must have enough 
parts on hand to meet all needs that might arése during the year. 

The laundry i@ one place the Doctor is constantly 
checking to watch the health of the girls working there. An 
electric ironer would lighten their burden immensely.

I havdreplied to Mr.Phelin's letter direct ,propesting 
against this complete withdrawal of funds from the school to 
purposes which could and should have been estimated for separately 
by the Agency. It is impossible to provid repairs to the school 
out of current revenue, curtailed as it ia at a time when 
commodity prices are considerably increased. There is every 
indication of a lack of economy in thus foregging the necessary 
upkeep of the school buildings. 


the cost of 
As to the levy on the school of the major pat of/ 
the refrigeration plané: I have already planned to co-operate 


with the hospital as much as lies in the power of the school 
with a view to the better and more economic operations offi the 
hospital. To this end, I am now supplying all the milk that the 
hospttal requires for between thirty and forty patients and I 
have arranged to pasture and sta2%-feed sufficient beef to 
provide the hospital with meat. I also plan, when sufficient 
labour eam be obtained,$o provide poultry and eggs+ To assist 
in this co-operation, I fully agreed that a refrigerating plant 
was an asset to the hospital, but certainly the cost ofte plant 
should be charged to the Medical Services and not react as a penalty 
against the school, when the school is making unusual effort to 
assist the hospital. 


It would seem that in any attempt at co-operation 
between the school and the other unite of Indian Administation, 
the school is placed in a position of disadvantage. I am fully 
in accord with every form of co-operation, but I feel that there 
should be moref of equity in the arrangemants. The matter of the 
cost of pipe line repairs and the refrigerator is a case in 
point. I feel it may be opportune at thie time to refer to 
other matters that are obviousfy inequitable. There is the matter 
of the proportionate cost of electric power as between tt school, 
the hospital, and the Agency and Doctor's residences. 
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Fags 08 (2) 
As the proportion is now, the school is charged 


with 60% of the cogst of operation of the plant, the Hospital 
25% and the Agency and Dre Residence 15%. I understand that 
some adjustment was in process of being made whereby the 
Department would take over our engineer and assess as one half 
of the operating cost, presumably $2000.00 a yeare However, 

no indication has been given that this new arrangemers will soon 
be put into effect. 


As matters atésinow, in additédn to the school being 
charged 60% of the operating cosas, the services of Mr.Stevensons 
engineer under school salary, have been required in the care 
of the lighting plané and repair of the water line to the 
extent of 46 full days between September and the Ist Marche 
He has been occupied similarly since. All this the school has 
paid for. Also the school is paying the full salary of one 
of the engineers in charge of the plant. 


This situation was acceptable as a temporar 
arrangement pending the proposed adjustment, put th¢@inequality 
of the situatiom does not rest theres I @o not know what the 
relative consumption of electric power between the different 
unite was at the time of the change being suggested, but the 
present situation is that the Hospital has electrical apparatus 
using a capacity of some 18000.Wattes, the school machinery 
cavacity is only about 4000 watts. Included in the hospital 
amount is a dryer, using 8000 watts, which has not yet been 


in usee Further, the lighting units in the hospital amd the ann 7 


Agancy and Dre residence consist,of lamps of 100 watts and more, 
whereas the lamps in the school range from 25 to 60 watts. 


Obviously it is impossible to determine the relative 
consumption of power by the gapacity of the machinery installed, 
as none of the machinery is in regular use, put it is quite 
evident that the hospital uses at least as much power as the 
school and yet the hospital is charged with 25% of the cost 
and the school 60%. 


I would suggest that thebnls equitable way of deter- 
mining the consumption would be to install meters indicating 
the consumption of each unit, the school, the nbdspiteal and 
the residences. The installation of the meters would not be 
expensive, and on their reafing the proportionate rate could 
be struck. I think this would only be faér- 


I trust that this matter will be given 
consideration and that action will be soon taken to remove 
this¥eonsiderable burden from the school.

Yourletter to the Acting Indian Ageéntat Norway Houses 
dated July 10th, referring to the proposed withdrawal of the whole 
of the amount already appropriated for repairs to this school 
during the current year, has been handed to mee I note that 
$1500.00 of our appropriation is to be diverted to the repair of 
the water intake, and $800-00 towards the installation of a 
refrigerating plané to be used jointly by the school and the 
héspital. 


May I request that this matter be reconsidered by the 
Department officials , primarily on the grounds that the granting 
of the funds for the repair and upkeep of the school buildings 
is a matter of Department economy. Neglect to repair and upkeep 
may well mean the deterioration of the buildings and equipment to 
a point where repair may be no longer feasible, or, at least, much 
more expensive. Being well aware of the necessity for stringent 
ecomomy during our War effort, the estihates were kept strictly 
within the bounds of absolute necessity. 


I wish it further noted that no amounts were placed in 
the estimates of the school for the purposes to which it is now 
proposed to divert our whole appropriation. The matter of the 
repair to the water intake is recognised as a necessity, and, in 
fact, was bo recognised in plenty of time to have had tle item 
included in the estimates for the current year. However, this 
matter has been considered one for Agency estimate only, partic-n 
ularly when applied to pipeline construction on Agency property 
ool property. Had it been recognised 
any part of it, was chargeable 
ld hawe been made for this 
the repairs to th achoole 
a large anount from our 
iven precedence over all the items in our 
the previous knowledge or consen t 
ich the school had not the 
to be quite unfair. 


It would also appear that this diversion of appropriation 
falls more heavily on the school, by reason of the withdrawal of all 
estimate funds, than it does on the other Departmem units making 
equal use of the water supply. It should be considered further that 
the school has been undertaking much more than its rightful share 
in the upkeep of the water system. in additon to the payment of 
60% of the operating cost, we are paying the entire wages of one 
on the engineers at the plant, ami Mr.Stevenson, the school 
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Mr.Phelin, (2) 


fe": has been giving a great deal of his time ( while on 

s salary) to the repair and upkeep of the water ami light 
Plant. The total extent of his labour may be estimated from 

the fact that,from September last until March, he spent 46 full 
days working entirely on the plant and water intake. More of his 
time has been spent similarly since then. No consideration has 
been given the school for this contribution. 


As to the installation of a refrigerating plant. It 
is conceded that this plant would be a dectded asset and economy 
to the hospital. When the matter was Sirst mentioned to me, I 
coneurred in the appreciatdon of it's value, especially as it 
had teen suggested that the school undertake the supply of 
meat and milk to the hospital. This I am making plans to do, 
and, in fact, the milk is already being supplied. Obviously the 
refrigerating plant would be an asset here. 


May I point out however, that the benefat of the 
plané would aserue almost entirely to the hospital. The school 
fms its om ice house and cooler and much of our summer meat is 
put up in sealers in the Spring. It was certainly never 
acquiesced in by me, or ever anticipated, that a sumé of $800.00 
would be arbitrarily taken from our approved repair appropriation 
for the purpose of building a refrigerator for tif main use of 
the hospital. If this refrigerator is considered a necessity to 
the héspital, as it is in my opinion, then the full cost of the 
plan® should be charged to the Medical Services. I wish to 
protest strongly agaimst any part of the expenditure being so 
diverted from school appropriation. 


I trust that the whole matter of the withdrawal of 
the whole of the school appropriation be reconsidered in view 
of the above aspect of the matter, amd that the pared estimates 
submitted by the school,in conformity with the amount of 
appropriation approved,will be available for school purposes.

I am in receipt of your letter of 
July 17. Mr. Phelan has also received your letter of 
the same date to his. 


tf have carefully noted the contents 
of your letter, and I can assure you thet every 
endeavour is being msde to properly adjust the cost 
of electric pover as between the school, the hospital 
and the agency and doctor's residence. 


It has further been decided not to 
proceed with the proposed plans for nev refriceration 
installation. 


It is only fair to departmental offieials 
for me to point out that even though funds are provided 
for a spe@ifie purpose at & residential school, it is 
often found necessary to divert them to other sore 
pressing matters. For instance,- at the time the 
estimates for the current fiseal year vere prepared 
we had no information indicating that heavy expenditures 
would be necessary in order to ensure 5 104 water and 
sewage facilities. I know you wil). agree with me that 
when either water or sewage 3 stems go out of order it 
is absolutely necessary to make repairs that are re- 
quired. On the other hand, the amount of money avail- 
able at the present time is strictly limited, and we 
cannot expend at any one sehool more than is actually 
provided for thet school. I fully realize that prin- 
cipals of Indien residential schools have many serious 
problems to deal with at this time, I can assure you 
that departmental officials have these problems too, 
and we endeavour to handle them in the best interests 
of all parties concerned. 


In view of the decision not to proceed 
with the refrigeration unit, it will be possible to 
supply most of the articles recuested on your reculs- 
ition, which Aeting Indian Agent Hoberts has forwarded 
under cover of his letter of July 1°.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
January 14th, submitting a new proposition in regard to the cost 
of/ the power plant furnishing light and heat at Norway House. 

fore giving you a final answer to your proposition, I should 

like, of course, to have the opportunity of consulting the Principal 
in regard to the matter. I am sending him an air mil letter to-day 
and ought to have his reply very shortly. On its receipt, I will 
write you again. 


However, there is one part of the proposal to 
which I should like to refer now: Clause 2 suggests that the 
Norway House Indian School should pay the salaries of Mr. Ross and 
Mr. Duncan. My colleagues and I feel that the suggestion should 
be - not that we pay the salaries of two particular men, but that 
the School pay the salaries of the two men required to assist Mr. 
Stevenson - whoever they may be. Perhaps this is what you meant; 
but as the suggestion is worded now, it seems to tie us up to the 
two men who are et present doing the work. I should be glad if 
you would make this point clear.

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EXCERPTS FROM LETTER OF MR. A, E. CALD (ELL, PRINCIPAL 
of THE NORWAY HOUSE INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL, to 
REV. R. B. COCHRANE, D.D., - dated January 26th, 1942. 


"There are, however, some things in connection with this new 
proposal which will require adjustment. First, there is the financial 
adjustment, The school has already paid for its share of the fuel and 
lubricating oils now on hand, a quantity sufficient to run the plant 
for several months. Obviously, the school should be credited with the 
money which it has invested in the fuel stock on hand at the time of 
the coming into effect of the new arrangement. 


Second: Mr, Stevenson's appointment is from December lst, 1941. 
I take it, therefore, that the school is expected to assume the wages 
of the engineer assistants from the same date. The ‘cut-off' of the old 
agreement, then, would be December lst. I am attaching the figures con- 
nected with this ‘cut-off', showing the school to have the sum of $424.27 
invested in the fuel stock on hand for the operation of the power plant 
at December lst. In addition to this, there is the refund on empty drums, 
for which $384.00 was deducted from our June, 1941, grant, and $115.00 
was (presumably) deducted from our September, 1941, grant, making 4 total 
refund on drums of $499.20. The total sum due the school for fuel on 
hand and empty drums is thus $925.47. 


Third: There is need for further definite arrangement regarding 
the engagement of the two assistant engineers. I have discussed the pro- 
posed new terms with Mr, Lazenby, the Indian Agent, end I agree with him 
that employer authority over these two men should be vested in the Indian 
Agent, It would seem that the new proposal made by the Department arose 
out of either Government reluctance, or inability, to establish Civil Service 
positions for the two assistant engineers. Nevertheless, the time of these 
men should be entirely at the lisposal of the power plant. I do not want 
them as school employees, as this would afford us no advantage, but it would 
be a decided advantage to the Indian Agency to have authority over these two 
employees. This need not necessarily indicate any change in the arrangement 
now proposed by the Department. All that would be necessary is for the 
Department to advise the Indian Agent that these two men would be under his 
authority (or Mr. Stevenson's, if preferable), I would pay the wages of 
these two men to the Agent and he would pay the men; there would be no need 
for them to be designated as Department employees and their wages need not 
be entered in the Agency books, Can this be arranged with the Department? 


Lastly: There is the matter of the engineer's residence, It is 
conceded that a new residence is necessary. It was agreed that the school 
would give what assistance it could in the building of a new house, on 
school property. hus we have on hand a supply of sawn lumber, about 4000 
feet, sawn by Mr, Stevenson at the school, during school time, Also we can 
supply most of the labour, without expense to the school. Further than 


this I have made no agreement. Mr, Stevenson has been making plans to get 
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he residence started next spring. I had placed in the 1942 estimates a 
sum of $1000.00 for assistance in building this engineer's residence. All 
this was feasible under the last agreement with the Department, where the 
services of the engineer would be available for the school. Now the sit- 
uation has changed, Mr. Stevenson has been given 4 salary of $1500.00 a 
year instead of the expected 31200,00, He is on exclusive employee of the 
Department. (It is intimated in Dr. McGill's letter that the school would 
have to engage another man in Mr. Stevenson's place). Any residence built 
for the engineer should now be built on Government property (Agency) ; and 
with an tadministration’ appropriation - not ‘educational’, - particularly 
as the letter notifying the Indian Agent of Mr. Stevenson's appointment 
states that the remuneration for the position of engineer had been set at 
$1500.00 a year with IDuse, power and water. No mention is made in this 
letter of any obligation assumed, or to be assumed, by the school, in the 
matter of the supply of a residence, 


Just what is the position now? I am still willing to use the mat- 
erial which has been accumulated for the purpose of building this residende, 
and also to supply our own labour, but this could only be on condition that 
the building be built on school property and become the property of the 
school. In these circumstances, 42150, 48 is at present understood, the 
school could not undertake the building of this residence unless appropriation 
was made by the Devartment for such material for the house 4s the school could 
not provide without expense. 


Some suggestion was made last year by the Secretary of the Department 
that the school should provide the residence. fhat would we provide it with? 
The school is not obligated to provide buildings, equipment or repairs out 
of the per capita grant. All this expense is normally the responsibility of 
the Department. The per capita grant is, I understand,simply far operating 
expense, The suggestion that the school build the residence, therefore, just 
does not make sense. As I have said, I see no objection to the school pro- 
viding labour and home-produced material for the pbuilding, but we certainly 
cannot undertake any money expense in connection with it. 


H owever, if the position of engineer has been ereated and the 
terms of the appointment are that the engineer should receive 4 salary with 
a house provided, surely that obligates the Department to providing the youse. 
According to the previous plans, the Department was evidently looking to the 
achool to at least give assistance in the building of the residence, and 
this the school was prepared to do. Does the Department regard this arrange- 
ment as continuing under the new plan for payment of power costs? This point 
might be cleared up, and Mr, Stevenson advised of the Department's definite 
intention regarding the providing of a residence. Mr, Stevenson states that 
it will be impossible to use his present house another winter. Although, 48 
a business matter, I feel that this now does not concern the school, yet 
this fact should be known and appreciated by the Department, in the interests 
of the comfort of their engineer."

Dear Sir, 


When Mr.Atkinson, Govermment engineer, 
was here repairing the water pipe line, he required a 
quantity of lumber. The school had lumber on hand which had 
been sawn from logs and which was seasoning for school 
building purposes. Mr.Atkinson was permitted to use some 
of this lumber with the proviso that an equal quantity be 
returned to the school next spring. This Mr.Atkinson agreed 
to recognising that lumber which we might saw this winter 
to replace that which he had taken would not be sufficiently 
dwy for use before next fall. 


I was surprised therefore to receive a letter 
from Mr.Atkinson dated Dec.2nd, in which he said that he 
had issued account to the Department for the lumber, 1119 feet, 
at a price of $20.00 per thousand feet. In the same mail, also, 
I received a cheque from the Department for $22.38 in 
payment for the lumber. 


To replace this lumber with dry lumber from the 
City would cost the school in the neighbourhood of $50.00 per 
thousand, plus $12.50 freight. I doubt whether the school 
could produce this lumber for $20.00 per thousand, considering 
permits, labour and other costs. However, our particular 
griewance is that we had sawn this lumber 60 that we would 
have it on hand, dry, next spring, and ready to use. It 
is true that the lumber supplied to Mr.Atkinson was not 
edged, but the measurement was liberally figured as though 
it had been edged. 


Could I trouble you to refer this to the official 
to which it pertains, with a request for adjustment? As you 
know, the school took its share in the work of repair of 
the pipe line in the withdrawal of its appropriation.

oy You will recall the decision made to have the light and 
powerplant expenses provided for under one vote, and have an engineer 
appointed to have complete charge of the plant, direct the men employed 

as Day and Night Operators, and be responsible for everything in connection 
with the operation, maintenance and repair of the plant as well as other 
machinery at Norway House. 


You will also recall that it was decided to assess the 
Residential School $2,000.00 a year for the light and power used, based 
on the assumption that the school used 60% of the power generated by the 
plant, thie sum to be deducted from the school's per capita grant. 


As you know Mr. Stevenson was appointed to the position 

of Light and Power Plant Operator on December lst, 1941, and the proper 
time, therefore, to commence the new arrancements regarding the operation 
of the plant was, therefore, December lst. In discussing the question 
with you, I understand, you pointed out that the vote bearing the expenses 
of the plant could not be credited with the sum paid by the school, and 

it was therefore decided to secure approval for a change in the proposed 
arrangement and ask the school to pay the expenses of the Day and Night 
Operators’ salaries. Approval for this has been secured, and the school 
authorities have agreed to the arrangement. 


If the expenses of the plant are to be assumed by the 
department, as of December let, 1941, the date of Mr. Stevenson's appointment 
it would appear necessary to reimburse the school for any expenditures 
they have made for purchase of fuel oil, etc., and I would ask for your 
opinion of the statement attached to letter of February 9th from 
Rev. Dr. Cochrane, prepared by Mr. Caldwell, wherein the school claim 
that they should be reimbursed for the portion of the stock of fuel oil, etc. 
on hand as of Dec. lst, 1941, 60% of the cost of which was charged to the 
school, The statement also contains 4 claim for refund on empty drums 
charged to the school in their June and September quarters. 


I believe that it is only fair and reasonable that we 
should refund to the school the sum of $h2h.27 for the 60% of the cost 
of the fuel oil, etc., but I am doubtful as to how mich refund on the 
empty drums they should be credited with, and would appreciate your 
advice.

Your letter of February 2nd addressed to 
Mr. ReA. Hoey, Indian Affairs Branch, Ottawa, relative 
to lumber used last October in connection with installing 
a new water main at Norway House, has been referred to me 
by the Director of the Indian Affairs Branch. 


It is noted you state that to replace this 
lumber with dry lumber from the city would cost the school 
in the neighbourhood of $50 per M. plus $12.50 freight, 
whereas you have been allowed to date only $2 per M. 


The matter has been taken up with Mr. 
Atkinson who was in charge of installing the new water 
main at Norway House and who has advised that the lumber 
taken by him wes of the roughest possible kind and would 
cost about $2 per M. at the most which is the rate at 
which you have already been paid for it. However, he 
suggests that some further allowance be made the school 
for this lumber but that the rate should not exceed $40 
per M. plus freight. 


In view of all the circumstances we are 
prepared to concur in Mr. Atkinson's suggestion and to 
pay for the lumber used, 1119 F.B.M. at a rate of $40

In the current year's appropriation an 
amount of $1000.00 was provided for additional 
classroom accommodation at the Norway House 
Residential school.

I note from your report dated April lS, covering the 
nonth of Bareh, that loge were hauled sufficient to saw inte 6,500 
board fect of lusber, which is the auount of lumber required for 
the new refrigerating plant for the hospital and school. I also 
note that the saw mill was moved to ite new site and Tom your - eport 
for April, that the foundations have been completed, the pudlding 
moved, the saw bed and earriage track laid, amd the ramp on which 
te haul the loge almost completed, and that you expected to begin 
to saw lumber By the middle of Maye 


I should like to hear from you by return mail ae to 
whether you were able to conmnence the sawing en the date mentioned 
and when the quantity required, namely 6,500* ie available. 


I pointed out to you in @ letter some weeke ago that it 
would be necessary to allow the lumber to season before commencing 
pbudiding operations ani would ouggest thet the lumber be piled in 
guch a manner vo that it will season as quickly as poseibles You 
might eoneult with Sngineer Stevenson and let me know when you 
consider the lumber will be ready ‘or building purposese 


If anything ie required to keep the mill in operation 1 
would suggest that you get in touch with the Department or inepector 
Hamilton inmediately by radio, as any delays will not give sufficient 
time for the lumber to season and the building to be erected and 
the mashinery inotal.ed thie yoare I ehoulé like to have a full 
report from you at the earliest possible date. 


I might add that a suggeotion wae aleo made some time ago 
that the Indians take out a further supply of logs and caw them in 


erder to have lueber on hand for thie work or other work which may 
be required at the Agency.

You will recall that last fall Engineer Atkinson 
went to Norway House and blasted a channel in which the 
pipeline was placed in order to ensure protection from frost 
and a satisfactory supply of the water for the buildings. I 
understand that the b sted trench was 5* deep and extended 
from the shoreline to a deep channel on a length of about 1800° 
and that at the shoreline he drove in sheath piling in a semi- 
eirele for a distance of about 10', which piling projected 
out of the water a little over 4 foot. 


I understand also that from this sheath piling to the 
power house on a distance of 200° he built a fill of earth 
approximately 6° deep and 12° wide and that mid-way in this fill 
he inserted a 4 foot equare man hole. 


This spring the water rose 4' and extended in on the 
sides of the fill and washed the fill away eo that at the 
present time the sheath piling is covered with water and water 


now lies where the fill was. 1 also understand that our Engineer, 
Mir. Stevenson, was of the opinion at the time the work was being 
carried out that the sides of the fill should have been cribbed. 
This could not have been done in the spring when the water 
started to rise as the frost was still in the ground. It would 
appear that the possibility of a change in the water level was 
not realized when the job was carried out with the above resultse 


Our Engineer, Mr. Stevenson, proposes te tongue and 
groove 2" planks at the Agency saw-mill and @rive these in, in 
the form of a sheath piling along the sides and end of the old 
fill, then fill this cribbing with dirt. He then proposes to tie 
the tops of the piles with equared logs thus making a water tight 
box into which no muskrats can get. the estimated cost of carrying

Stevensom proposes to carry out to correct the 
present condition and have informed t em that we intend to authorize 
thie work, but will weleome their suggestions amt recommendations if 
they wish to make anys I note from your letter of dune 17 that the 
e ted cost of the work is M00. This sum ia being set aside and 
advanced to you in order that Mr.  -tevenson may proceed with the works 


in order to keep the cost aca low as possible it is 
theaght that the eehool should furnish teame and men for the jobe 
This would cut the cost of labour considerably, sleo that the Inter- 
preter or one of the labourers on your staff shoul aceiet <re 
Otevensen in any team or sawenili work and thue do away with the wages 
of one mame It should be possible for you to arrenge with the ‘rineipal 
of the echeol te fwrish teams and wen for thie job without cost to 
the Separtment and I sheajd very much appreciate it if you would diseuse 
the matter with fre Caldwell pointing out that the expenditure was 
unforseen and consequently not provided for omi the Separtment would 
be very grateful fer their ceeeperation and sssistances

Notes on construction details & labour. 
Dear Sir;- 


On checking over ground level of basement of engineers resi- 
dence to be built, I find the sewer will be only 2 feet below the 
surface of the ground where it enters the house. The basement will 
have to go down four feet to be below frost line. The sewer will 
leave the building two feet above the basement floor. These measure~ 
ments are based on a fall of 1 foot in 100 feet, for the sewer between 
my residence and Mr. Caldwell's residence. 


Mr. Caldwell does not wish to have his lawn dug up to put the 
sewer in, and would rather have it connected in his basement. This is 
quite feasible but the sewer pipe is so close to the surface of his 
basement floor that the use of vetrified tile would make a lump on 
the floor at each joint. To overcome this I would suggest a length 
of 4 inch pipe (about 22 feet) carry the sewage across that floor. 


When you were here March llth last Mr. Caldwell suggested a 
lath and plaster finish. I doubt if the house can be finished in 
time to get the plasterer home on the last boat. The cost of bringing 
in a plasterer will be high. And will it be possible to secure the 
services of a plasterer at this time? Failing a plasterer I would 
suggest returning these lath and getting pli-board or one of the 
better wallboards. I can put this on myself. It would require 104 
pieces of 4 ft. by 8 ft. board. 


With regard to the toilet for this house. If you will recall, 
the school was to supply the toilet out of its stock. At the present 
time they have used all their stock, and I understend the school 
requisition has not yet been handed into the Indian Dept. This means 
a toilet will have to be purchased either by the School or Indian 
department. 


The labor situation, - I have built foundation and skidway for 
sawnill, moved sawmill pbuilding about fifty feet, set up sawmill, 
made temporary set-up of planer and edged all the lumber for engineers 
residence with but little help from one of the powerhouse operators. 
Occasionally help from the agency staff when there was an extra heavy 
log to put up. Is it not possible for me to have more help to push 
along the work? 
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There is gravel to be hauled for the foundation of the 
refrigerator. 
Foundation for same dug out & concrete run. 
Refrigerator constructed. 
Repairs to hospital roof. 

Rebuilding of Agency root house. 

Rebuilding of Agency dock. 

Cribbing water intake. 

Construction of engineer's residence. 

Digging out and relaying 50 ft. of sewer pipe between éctors! 
house and Agency residence (someone in the past layed 6 
in. sewer from the doctor's residence, then contracted 
it to 4 inches half way to the Agency house. This has 
plugged and backed into the doctors basement over a 
period of time) 

With these projects before us I would point out that the Indians 
leave for their winter trapline in the latter part of September. 
We must act quickly to get our work in hand by that date. I would 
suggest an immediate start on gravel for the refrigerator found- 
ation.

Dear Sir;- 


Mr. Lazenby has gone on an extended Treaty trip inland. 
Mr. Caldwell has been absent from Norway House nearly three weeks 
and no work has been done on the engineers residence. 


Time flies. - I do not wish to remain in Norway House 
another winter and have to live in this old house. 


To put on record what has transpired to date. 


In the past money earned by me at odd jobs about this 
settlement together with that received from the Indian Affairs 
Branch for lumber used last fall by engineer Atkinson, was put into 
a trust fund in the School. To date the sum of some sixty eight 
dollars stands to this credit, This was to be used for the buying 
of necessities in the completion of the engineers house. 


We were short of inch lumber to complete the engineers 
residence. On a co-operative basis I assisted the School farm 
manager for five days, June 23rd - to 26th, in getting out logs for 
school class rooms, and twenty logs I required. I also gave this time 
to instruct the farm operator in the operation of the boat engine 
and barge work. Mr. Caldwell was absent at this time but before 
leaving he instructed me to hire whatever men were necessary to get 
in the logs. One man was required. I turned this man's time in to 
Mr. Caldwell on his return June 26th. He informed me this man's wages 
would be charged against the above mentioned 68 dollars. Since the man 
was getting out school logs Caldwell finally paid the man. The gist 
of the conversation which Sllowed was that I had $68. to pay for labor 
to build the engineers residence. I immediately took the matter 
up with Mr. Lazenby. Mr. Caldwell shortly followed to the Agent's 
office and after much talk declared he would resign before he would 
put a dollar into labor for building the house. He stamped out of 
the office at that but returned in a minute and said he had three 
men working for the school, who would work on the house July and 
August when they were not carrying out their routine duties. 


He talked continuously of getting his classrooms built 


this summer. I pointed out that he could not build out of green 
lumber not yet sawn. Aléo that there were more projects up than 
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we ®.. likely to get finished this fall. I mentioned also that 

4f he would co-operate with us a bit we would get the engineers 
residence built, and his lumber sawn, planed and seasoned to build 
next spring. Mr. Caldwell seemed to think this a good idea. He 

left for Winnipeg shortly after, and although I have asked repeatedly 
for pore. the acting principal, tir. King, always states that the men 
are fully occupied at the school. 


We require, boat, barge, gasoline and help to get gravel 
for foundation. 
Basement excavated. 
Sewer trench excavated. 
Lumber moved to planer & from planer to site of building. 
«. Erection of framework. 


Following erection of framework I can do most of the constructing 
providing I can get time from the numerous other projects that will 
be going forward. 

I am taking the liberty of addressing you on this subject, you 
peing the only member of the Indian Affairs Branch that I have the 
honor of being acquainted with. Also because you are cognizant with 
what has gone before. 

I beg to enclose herewith a few notes on details.

I have just received in the mai 
copy of Doctor Moore's letter No. 37123-1 dated July 6th 
and addressed to Mr. A. E. Caldwell, Principal of the 
Norway House Indian Residential School in connection with 
my letter to the Department to the effect that Mr. Caldwell 
had refused to supply the labour for the erection of Mr. 
Stevenson's residence. 


In connection with this matter, I beg 
to say that Mr. Caldwell has been away to Winnipeg for the 
past two weeks, and I have no idea when he will return. 
Also, I am leaving on my treaty trip in three days time and 
will not be back until the end of July. The season when 
pbuilding can be done is now half over and in the meantime 
nothing whatever has been done towards making a start for 
the building of Mr. Stevenson's residence.

I have your letter of the lst instant, enclosing 
the statement of materials requested by the Principal of the 
Norway House Indian Residential sehool. This list has been 
reviewed and it is aifficult for us to understand why 80 
many items, which are ordinarily replaced immediately, have 
been allowed to accumulate. I feel that both the Prinoipal 
and yourself should realize that, in view of the many demands 
occasioned by the war, this is a very aifficult year to 
secure many of 4tems mentioned on the Principal's list. 
Besides, the 1 n in the majority of cases is 
insufficient for us to place the matter before the Purchasing 
Branch. For instance, the Prineipal requests 12 single beds 
but does not state the size he needs. 


We do not supply electric light bulbs. Such 
replacements are made by the school management from their 
own funds. 


we are interested in knowing how many of the 
items mentioned on the list are intended for the new 
classroom building. with regard to the request for @ 
furnace for this building, is it intended to heat it by 
hot water or by hot air? If the latter, the cubic air 
space should be stated, as this information 1s necessary 
pefore deciding on the size of the furnace required. 


The Department is not prepared to consider 
purchasing the hay soythes, efittings", faucets or bath 
connections. All of these are in the same class with the 
electric light bulbs, namely, minor replacements, and 
should be provided by the school management from their own 
funds.

I acknowledge your letter 123-5-5 dated 
Decemher 23rd, 1942, and am returning the account submitted as 
requested. 


It was around September lst before I 
received word to proceed with this work. I tried for a week 
to secure a bricklayer with boiler experience without success. 
In view of the fact that I was strongly advised not to accept 
anyone except an experienced boiler bricklayer, I consulted 
Mr.Anderson, of the vulcan iron Works. He explained that only 
competent men should be sent in to these outlying points and 
stated that their Company worked with the Winnipeg Supply and 
“uel and he thought they might supply a man. 


I went to this Uompany and mr,.'"hrelfall 
said it wes short notice and all his men were out of the city, 
but he would let me know what he could do. He also agreed to 
interview the boiler inspector and find out just what was 
required. A few days later Mr.threlfall agreed to bring ina 
man providing the arrangements suggested were agreeable, namely, 
that his Company was to have ten per cent over all cost. I 
outlined all this in my letter 207+11 A.U., dated September 11th, 
and this arrangement was approved in a wire dated September 14th. 


I did, however, secure a quotation over the 
telephone from the Alsip Brick and Tile vompany and this was 
slightly higher. Had it heen the same I could hardly have done 
otherwise than g¢ive it to the Winnipeg Supply and uel, because 
they were the only ones willing to supply a suitable man and 
guarantee his work. 


We are in a War and skilled labor is 
difficult to get. This Company, at considerahle inconvenience 
to themselves, accepted the work - brought in a man off another 
job, where work stood still till his return. ‘They have, I under- 
stand given us a splendid piece of work; and 1 4m confident I 
made no mistake when I accepted Mr. Anderson's suggestion and 
gave the work to the Winnipeg Supply and uel. The Company has 
heen out considerable money and I hope the account will he 
passed for payment without further delay.

While making his inspection, the inspector noted that 
smokepipes from the kitchen stove were in close proximity to a 
combustible wall or partition.

In reply to Mr R.A.Hoey's letter No; 123-5-5 of the 
24th December, regarding the replacing of the high pressure 
boiler at the Norway House Residential School with one not in 
use at the Hospital, I beg to say that when the boiler welder 
was here repairing the heating boilers at the school last fall, 
he opened up and cleaned out the high pressure boiler, and 
found that there was a very considerable amount of corrosion 
inside it; so much so, that he could not get it thoroughly 
cleaned out in the one operation. Successive washing out 
have brought to light the fact that the corrosion had eaten 
right through the boiler in some places, so that it was not 
considered safe to use. The boiler welder stated that this 
had been the result of the boiler not having been regularly 
washed out and properly cared for during some years past, but 
the corrosion had been allowed to continue without attention, 
instead of being washed out at least once every three months. 


This boiler, I may say, was installed new at the 
school in 1935, just a little over seven years ago.

I beg to refer to Mr R.A.Hoey's letter No; 123-5-5 
of the 14th January last, regarding the proposed construction 
of three wooden stairway type fire escapes with hand rails on 
the Norway House Indian Residential School building, one eacape 
at the rear of the building, and two at the front; also the 
proposed construction of a similar type of fire escape on 
the Norway House Indian Hospital. 


Since the receipt of Mr Hoey's letter, we have made 
some attempts to figure out the materials and the best way of 
constructing these fire escapes, but without much success, 
and there was no one at Norway House with any experience in 
this kind of work. However, recently a Mr Joe Keeper, an 
employee of the Hudson's Bay Company, who is a carpenter, 
returned to Norway House from some building work he had been 
doing for the Company, and I got him to give us some assistance. 


In figuring out the escapes recommended by the 
Manitoba Provincial Fire vommissioner for the School, one 
only was figured on, for the rear of the building, as shown 
on the estimate attached hereto. The fire commissioner 
recommended two of these stairway escapes for the front of 
the building, but discussing this with the Principal and Mr 
Keeper, we were all of the opinion that this would be of 
no advantage at all over the four fire escape poles now in 
use, and by means of which, the Principal informs me, the 
whole of the school pupils and staff can be evacuated & in 
less than two minutes. This, could certainly not be improved 
upon with stairway type fire escapes, - in fact it is thought 
that the substitution of stairway escapes would be a move in 
the wrong direction. 


In his letter of recommendations, the Provincial 
Fire Commissioner states that while making his inspection, 
the inspector "noted that smokepipes from the kitchen stove 
"were in close proximity to a combustible wall or partition", 
This is not so, as the smokepipe from the kitchen stove leads 
directly into a concrete and brick chimney, so there is no need 
for any change there. 


I may mention, that the concrete foundations of this 
school are in very bad shape, and getting worse each year. They 
are badly cracked in several places, and during the winters they 
heave with the frost and they are getting more and more out of 
shape and position. 


With regard to the Hospital, the Fire Commissioner's 
letter states that "there appears to be only one means of egress 
from the basement, which is by the main stairway, and it is 
hereby recommended that alternate means of egress be made either 
from the boiler room, laundry room, or kitchen to the ground 
level". The fact of the matter is, that the hospital rear 
door leads directly from the laundry to the outside; and the 
'kitchen{ is on the top floor, so that there is already a means /

I have been expecting to near through 

the Agency about the appropriation granted on our 1943 estimates, but 
to date no information has been received. I am anxious to hear before 
the end of navigation, which, by the way, may be considerably earlier 
this year on account of shortage of wood put up on Lake Winnipeg for 
fuel for the passenger and freight boat. 


Unless I can find some means of providing more stabling 
accommodation for our stock here at Norway House, it is almost a 
necessity that I dispose of at least some of the stock before winter 
sets in. I have been keeping some of the stock at the ferm at Hope 
Island during-the winter, necessitating the extra employment of: 
family there. In the present necessity for economy, I find that 
keeping this extra help will not be possible, even it it were not 
for the fact that the stable buildings at Hope Island, which are 
log, are so deteriorated that they are not suitable for winter 
care of stock. It would be very regrettable to have to dispose of 
the stock, When I came here two years ago there were only 7 head 
of milk cattle here and the Principal had determined to go out of 
cattle altogether, as being too much expense. I saw some 
opportunity of overcoming this by undertaking the supply of milk 
and meat to the Hospital. Since that tine I have increased our stock 
so that I have now some nine or ten head of cattle to kill each fall, 
and plenty of milk for the hoppital and the school, Just at present 
my stock stands as follows:r 


40 head cattle, of all ages, 
23 pigs, including brood sows and boar, 
27 Goats, 12 milking. 
5 Horses. 
My plan is to winter all this stock (some 9 head of 
cattle and 20 pigs will be butchere at Freeze-up) here at the 
school, eliminating Hope Island expense. I will require additional 
space for about ten head of cattle and the goats. Until such time 
as we can get eihher a new barn or a proper addition to the old one, 
lean-to buildings could be used, These could be built with lumber 
sawed from logs obtained ldcally, with the addition of shingles. The 
cost of getting the logs end the building would be approximately 
$500.00 

The cattle are a really fine herd. Whether it would be 
better to go to the expense of adequately stabling them cannot be 
doubted. 
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It would be almost impossible to puild up such 
agai sander present conditions. Further, the expense of 
catt in the fall to supply the Hospital and the school 
woul. fe elmost pr i{hbitive. However, in the present financia 
situation, where the school is actually operating, 0° tryin 
operate, on & 0% increase cost of op ration (figuring suppl 
wages) with a revenue of 24% less than pre-war, is f tly 
impossible, without the most rigid economy. sver ith is econony

This gives en outline of our live stock situation. There 

can be no doubt that our stock has contributed very rreatly to the 
éonomical operation of the school. I do not kno what we would 
have done during these difficult times hed we not puilt up our live 
stock during the pest two years. I feel that more land, (if were 
obtaineble within convenient reach of the school) and adequate stablin 
is necessary to the continued better operation. Whet can be done under 
the present circumstances I do not know, but I am putting the sitvation 
before you.

I have your letter 123+5-5 dated August 
Zlst and although I have interviewed many contractors in 
Winnipeg as well as men at Selkirk, I mMve not been able 
to locate a carpenter who is free and willing to go to 
Norway House to erect the fire escapes. In fact I have 
not found any idle carpenters and the contractors tell 
me they are not available. 


Mr. Mitchell, Selkirk, who built the 
Agent's house at Norwey House and the addition to our 
Fort Alexander Hospital, is busy amd unable to go. He 
has been trying to get extra help to rush his contract 
work but states reliable men cannot he secured. If this 
work is left till spring Mr. Mitchell would go up 
providing he knew early enough to line it up with his 
year's work. 


The construction of a safe and suitable 
fire escape I feel should he done by someone familiar 
with this kind of work. However, Dr. Corrigan thinks 
the work conld he done by Indians under the supervision 
of Mr. Stevenson, the engineer. ‘This, of course, should 
be the cheapest arrange re nt.

I beg to advice that I have received a 
letter from Mr. R. A. Stuart, Deputy Minister of the 
Manitoba Provincial Department of Labour, in which he 
states that their Inspector Mr. M. Del Begio made the 
following recommendations after making his inspection 
of the boilers etc. at the Norway House Indian 
Residential School;- 


Dumb eee 


1. The imstallation of a proper counterbalance 
to run on guide rails in replacement of the 
present weight. 


Shaftway to be lined with a fire-resisting 
material, metal, if possible, but if not, 
gyprock board. 


Install cover on laundry extractor. The 
present condition is dangerous as machine 
should not be operated without cover. 


The instellation of a friction clutch in 
order to remove most of the excess load on 
the motor when starting machine. 


It is now too late of course to ship 
in gyprock board, friction clutch, etc., to carry 
out these recommendations as the last boat of the 
season leaves Winnipeg on Monday next, October llth. 


I would therefore recommené that the 
necessary steps be taken to have these materials sent 
out on the first boat next season.

In reply to yours of September the 4 th Re barge 
for the Norway House Indian Residential School I regret to 
aay that it would not be possible for us to make one this 
year as the Brothers have twice more work that they can do 
for us.I must also say that we have just resumed our mill 
operations and we have close it untill next summer.Then we 
have no special lumber on hand for barge purposes and we 
have no logs at present to prepare some.If I had known it 
before our sawer went away may be I could have arrange with 
him to make it as he is the mam who built the one wa have 
with the Brothers. 


Then another thing which is quite a job Lasee 
the transportation of the barge across Whiskey Jack Portage. 
There in no road across Whiskey Jack rortage in the winter 
time and in the summer time it could be done, but it would be 
quite expensive.A barge like ours will weigh close to four 
tons and could not be handle easily. 


I regret that I find it impossible to be able to 
co-operate with the Department in this case and you may rest 


assure that if I had found it possible in some way that I 
would have been glad to do it.

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


I have been expecting to hear through the 
Agency about the appropriation granted on our 1943 estimates, but 
to date no information has been received. I am anxious to hear 
before the end of navigation, which, by the way, may be considerably 
earlier this year on account of shortage of wood put up on Lake 
Winnipeg for fuel for the passenger and freight boat. 


Unless [I can find some means of providing more 
stabling accommodation for our stock here at Norway House, it is almost 
a necessity that I dispose of at least some of the stock before winter 
sets in. I have been keeping some of the stock at the farm at Hope 
Island during the winter, necessitating the extra employment of a 
family there. In the present necessity for economy, I find that 
keeping this extra help will not be possible, even if it were not for 
the fact that the stable buildings at Hope Island, which are log, are 
so deteriorated that they are not suitable for winter care of stock. 
It would be very regrettable to have to dispose of the stock. When 
[T came here two years ago there were only 7 head of milk cattle here 
and the Principal had determined to go out of cattle altogether, as 
being too much expense. I saw some opportunity of overcoming this by 
undertaking the supply of milk and meat to the hospital. Since that 
time I have increased our stock so that I have now some nine or ten 
head of cattle to kill each fall, and plenty of milk for the hospi tal 
and the school. Just at present my stock stands as follows: 


40 head cattle, of all ages 
23 pigs, including brood sows and boar 
27 goats, 12 milking 

5 horses 


My plan is to winter all this stock (some 9 head 
of cattle and 20 pies will be butchered at freeze-up) here at the 
school, eliminating Hope Island expense. [ will require additional 
space for about ten head of cattle and the goats. Until such time as 
we can get either a new barn or a proper addition to the old one, 
lean-to buildings could be used. These could be built with lumber 
sawed from logs obtained locally, with the addition of shingles. The 
cost of getting the logs and the building would be approximately 
$500.00, 
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The cattle are a really fine herd. Whether it 
would be better to go to the expense of adequately stabling them 
cannot be doubted. 


It would be almost impossible to build up such 
a herd again under present conditions. Further, the expense of 
shipping cattle in the fall to supply the hospital and the school 
with meat would be almost prohibitive. However, in the present 
financial situation, where the school is actually operating, or trying 
to operate, on 4 30% increase cost of operation (figuring supplies and 
wages) with a revenue of 24% less than pre-war, is manifestly 
impossible, without the most rigid economy. Even with this economy, 
a deficit is bound to accumulate. 


To complicate matters, the hay supply is most 
inadequate this year. The water is very high and has covered most 
of our hay grounds, which are located along the banks of the river 
and lakes. Where t should have normally at least 100 tons of hay 
put up, I will be fortunate this year to get 50. This has had to be 
cut mainly on islands in Playereen Lake and has to be hauled in some 
cases 20 miles. Formerly, during seasons of high water, the Indians 
were accustomed to cut the hay in the water, spreading it out to dry. 
This was not uncommon. Under present conditions, however, with so 
muah work being available in the harvest fields (over 100 men have 
left this reserve alone for the harvest) it is impossible to geet men 
to cut hay. However, I am fortunate in having a good crop of oats 
which will be cut green and stacked. In this way I may be able to 
manage, with careful feeding through the winter. The stabling room, 
however, is most necessary. 


We have a really find herd of goats. They have 
been a distinct liability thus far. I could make some revenue selling 
the goats' milk to the hospital, but the Doctor expects to get the 
-oat's milk at the same price as cow's milk (until recently we were 
supplying cow's milk to the hospital at 5g per quart, this has now 
been increased to 10¢). Goat's milk sells normally at about 35¢ 
per quart, and I would rather use it at the school than sell it at 
such a low cost. 


We have been unfortunate in our kid production 
during the last two years. This year, out of 15 kids, only 3 are 
nannies. The billies are useless, of course, except for the small 
supply of goat meat which they provide. It is impossible to account 
for is adverse production of kids. I am changing the billy this 
yea I have even suggested to Dr. Corrigan that there might be a 
cHanee to get some real results with his vitamins in our goat herd 
but he does not seem to’ take kindly to the idea. 
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Our pigs are 4 real asset. I have a very fine 
type of yorkshire and they have done remarkably well considering 
the very meagre and primitive accommodation we have for them. I 
wish we could have even 4 little of the fine accommodation and 
housing some other schools have. 


I wish to make a note of the labour and staff 
problem. As you know, I received material to erect new outside 
class-rooms, we to supply all the material and labour that could be 
obtained here. 


Owing to the shortage of labour (for logging, 
hauling and building) I have been as yet unable to build this 
buildine. In fact, were the labour available, finances would not 
permit at present of the expenditure entailed. I have the material 
supplied stored in the warehouse where it will not deteriorate, and 
this work will be proceeded with as soon as opportunity affords. In 
the meantime, I am using the old outside class-room for the senior 
pupils. 


I have also gone into egg and poultry 
nroduction, which has not been introduced here. I have had some 
40 chickens for over 4 year, and this year I purchased 200 day old 
chicks, out of which 170 have matured. Some of these will provide 
poultry for the hospital, but I will have about 150 in egg 
production during the winter. It was necessary to build a chicken 
house, which is partially complete and needs to be lined and 
insulated for the winter. 


This gives an outline of our live stock 
situation. There can be no doubt that our stock has contributed 
very greatly to the economical operation of the school. TI do not 
know what we would have done during these difficult times had we 
not built up our live stock during the past two years. I feel 
that more land, (if it were obtainable within convenient reach of 
the school) and adequate stabling, is necessary to the continued 
better operation. What can be done under the present circumstances 
I do not know, but I am putting the situation before you.

About one year ago some lumber was shipped 
here to the school for the erection of an additional 
building. I underetand that Mr. Caldwell proposed to 
make this building into a classroom, and convert the 
present classroom into a boys’ recreation room. 


Up to the present no work has been done on 
this proposed building and before commencing work I 
would like to change the plan for the following reason. 
The present classroom is well lighted and comfortable 
and if converted into a recreation room it would receive 
considerable hard usage as Indian boys are usually very 
destructive. We have already one outside classroom which 
we use for the junior pupils, and this classroom in the 
building is used for senior pupils, and I consider it 
quite satisfactory to use them for these purposes. But 
what we do need in a suitable recreation room for the 
boys. The present basement playroom is quite cold in 
winter and unsuitable for the boys’ recreation room. It 
was evidently Mr. Caldwell's intention to provide a more 
comfortable room for the boys and I would like to carry 
out this part of the plan. I am sure that I can make a 
good recreation hall that will meet our requirements. 


I shall be glad to know if you endorse 
this plan.

On receipt of your letter, I took this 
matter up with Mr. Jones, and discussed with him the building 
of the fire escape, and told him how we had plamed the 
building of it. He proposed a aif ferent way to what we had 
Planned, attaching the escape to the building on brackets. I 
spodke to him again just before leaving on the treaty trip, 
and he said he would give the matter further thought while I 
was away. Nothing had been done when I got back. I have 
mentioned the mtter a number of times since, and he sai@é he 
wanted to get Joe Keeper, an employee of the H,3.Co. to do 
the work. I again took the matter up with Mr. Jones yesterday, 
and he said he wes unable to get Joe Keeper to do the work, and 
that he would just have to put away the materials. Nothing at 
€@1l1 has been done to date, and it looks now as if nothing is 
going tobe done, as practically all the local Indians have gone 
awey to their winter camps, or are about to go, and competent 
help will not be available for the job during the winter, and 
besides, the job can hardly be done during the cold weather.

I am now informed 
n @ letter dated the 10th ultimo from the Indian 
Agent that you have not taken any action with 
reference to the erection of these fire escapes. 

It was previously pointed out to us that the fire 
escapes were very necessary and consequently it is 
felt thet, as we carried out our part of the bergain 
by supply the materials, you should have been 
just as anxious to carry out the school's share by 
erecting them. I am afraid that by the time this 
letter arrives the season will be too far advanced 
for you to erect them this fall. [ would like an 
explanetion regarding your reasons for delaying this 
matter because, as far as eny information we have is 
eoncerned, there appears to be no reason why the 
fire escapes could not have been erected during the 
past sumer.

The first mail came in to.day and I hasten to reply 
to you question about the proposed Fire Escape. 

Mr Hamilton asked me if I could secure someone 
at Norway House to erect the fire escapes as it was too expensive 
to send a carpenter from Winnipege I said if I could Secure Joe 
Keeper who I had trained at Brandon and who has done considerable 
carpenter work for the Department and the Hudson's Bay Co I would 
get the work done. However I found that "The Bay" had him engaged 
under contract so was not available. There is no other man here 
who could undertake this work, I discussed with the Indian Agent 
about epgaging Sandy Laughér who is a rough carpenter for the 
work, he could not have done it without my help and I was prepared 
to work with him but he was engaged at the agemscy for work there 
and was not available. en 


I was not aware that the school was expected to 
pay for the labour off erecting the fire escape these arrangements 
must have been made before I came. 

For your informagion I may say that I have completed 
the erection of the Gymnasium and have converted another building 
into a boatbuilding shhp. I had to do this work personally as there 
is no capable man available, of course the school boys were working 
under my direction as I consider this kind of work valuable 
training. 

Going back to the question of fire escape. I understani 
that this wing of the building was used as a sick room at the time 
igs was decided to erect the escape. This wing is not being used 
for that purpose now. 

The work will be done when the weather is mild 
enough to permit cutting the openings in the wall.

Dear Mr Lazenby, 

The main drain leading from the school has 
given us considerable trouble this year, it has been blocked no 
less tham thirty times. I am sure there is a broken tile either 
under the foundation of the school of just outside, probablay 
caused by the settling of the foundation. 

This should be attended to during the Summer 
holidays. 

The boys toilets in the pasement freeze up 
during the severe weather, so we should locate them in another 
place where there will be no danger from frost. 

Now that we have a gymnasium the part of the 
old playroom could be used for the purpose of wash room and 
toilet. I propose to partition this part off from the main room 
on the West side. 

Three toilets and five wash basins would be 
installed. I can supply the wash basins but cannot supply the 
toilets or the fittings . + will give you an estimate of 
the materials required. 

One hundred dollars shovld cover the labour 
oest of excavation and installing the fittings. 

May I ask if you would submit this request 
to the Department for consideration.

I wish to submit the following report on the Norway 
House Indien Residential School inspected in June, 1945. 


Rev.Joseph Jones is the Principal in charge. There 
are 55 girle and 47 boys enrolled - a total of 102. 


The building was quite clean; some repair was 
needed to the placter walle, and the kitchen ceiling badly needed 
painting. The claseroom also needed interior decorating. 


The school is operated on a half day system ana 
there were 52 pupile in the senior room ~- 25 in the morning and 
27 in the afternoon. The pupile appear to be making fair 
progress. The book work seen was neat and the writing good. 


The girle receive a good training in cooking, sewing, 
housekeeping and laundry work. All the departments appeared to 
be well supervised and the children seemed to enjoy their work. 
fhe children were friendly and appeared happy. 


The dormitories were clean and all the beds neatly 
made. The bedding fas plentiful and in good condition. The 
plumbing ahowed care and wes in good operating condition. 


The northwest corner of the foundation has moved 
out end is in bad condition. The north foundation wall is badly 
cracked. I consider the condition serious and I think the 
Department should obtain expert advice from a qualified engineer 
ae to how the condition can best be remedied. 


The fire escape requested by the Fire Inepecter has 
not been erected. I understand a wooden stairway was recommended 
in 1942 and material provided. Mr. Jones thinks a pole type 
escape would serve equally as well, especially if used to come 
down one flight onto a laniing ané from there on by the proposed 
stairway. However, the Fire Inspector, Mr. Del Begio, does not 
agree. This Inapector was at the School since my visit and atated 
Mr. Jones promised to have the escape erected at once. I would 
request the Department write Mr. Jones insisting that the 
Inspector's recommendations be carried out immediately. If Mr. 
Jones needs assistance other than that he has on his staff, I 
would suggest that he be authorized to hire it ana instructed to 
submit a voucher through the Indian Agent, showing the time and 
rate per hour paide _— 


-~ fhe new building erected for a gymnasium is well 


built ana I am eure serves a very useful purpose. If a man 
intereetea in sports is kept on the etaff then during the winter 
months I am sure the tilding will be kept in use. 


I was impressed with the boat being built for use 
at the school. It is 36" long and the freme is well constructe 4.

We have noted Mr.M.CelBego's, Chief Inspector, 
Dept. of Lahor, letter addressed to you dated August 18, 1% 5, 
listing the repairs necessary for the coming heating season to 
the boilers for above school and hospital and would advise that 
we are able to take care of this work for you on the same basis 
as the repairs made by us in 1942, mmely that the chargeswould 
be $1.50 per hour for our man's time from the time he leaves the 
plant until he returns plus all expenses. ‘The time would be 
charged on the tasis of a nine hwr working day. 


We are also advised by John Plaxton Company that 
they are in a position to take care of the steam fitting work 
and thet their charges would be on the same basis as ors. It 
would he our suggestion that our boilermaker and the steamfitter 
shovld leave at the same time so that they would be of some 
assistance to one another. We also understand thet the engineer 
at the school and the hospital would work/with the men.

Mr. M.Del Begio, Chief Inspector, Department of 
Labour in the Provincial Govwrnment, inspected the boilers at 
the Norway School ani Hospital and made the following 
recommendations: - 


"gchool - Norway House: I wish to draw your 
attention to the boilere at the school, which ere in She 
following eonditions: 


"#1 Boiler -- tubes are leaking very badly at 
héth ends and if this is allowed to continue much longer, 
4t will be necessary to re-tube thie boiler. Re comme na 
that these tubes te rerolled as soon 48 possible or before 
the heating season commences, also replace broken try-cocks 
on water column. 


"#2 Boiler <= replace the missing water glass. 
The back hand hold in combustion chamber is now leaking 
and ie badly reduced by corrosion. A new gasket could 
be replaced to make thie join tight. I, however, would 
recommend that this hole be sealed by welding as this 
leak seems to prevail at every inspection. Both return 
pipes of boilers have pitting through end are now leaking, 
game should be replaced at onc. 


“also recommend that 4 Jarger sump hole with an 
autfomatic pump be ineta lied in boiler Rt to remove water 
which is leaking through the walls am if this oond ition 
ig allowed to continue, 4t will destroy the boiler 
foundation.

Mr. DelBegio, Inspector for the Bureau of Labour and Fire 
Prevention Branch of the Provindial Sovernment,has again inspected 
the Norway House Residential School. He pointed mt that the 
proposeé fire escape recommended in 1948 had not been erected; 
bat that Mr. Jones promised to proceed with the work. I immediately 
wrote the Agent as follows,- 


"Mr.M. DelBegio, Inspector for the Bureau of Labour and Pire 
Prevention Branch, Provincial vovernment, expressed disappoint- 
ment that the fire escape recomended in 1942 for the Norway 
House School had not yet been erected. He stated, however, 
that Mr. Jones promisea to have the escape built at once. 
Kindly a@iscuss this with Mr. Jones ana advise if the work has 
started. I might just ada that consent to use "poles" will 
not be granted. 


"The Provincial Authorities wish a plan of each floor of the 
school - showing all the rooms - what they are used for, also 
all stairways. Kindly submit this plan, in duplicate, by 
return mail, as the season is now getting late and any proposed 
changes necessitating material must be attended to at once." 


Now Mr. Goodman writes as follows,- 


"J have for acknowledgement your letter of August 16th, 1945, 
regarding the fire escape recommended in 1042 for the Norway 
House Indian Mesid. School. 


“I have, as you request, discussed this matter with Mr. Jones. 
No work has been started to date. He has drawn up plans in 
accordance with those we agreed upon when you inspected the 
school building least June; i.e:~ using slides instead of 
atairways. z 


"A requisition for the materiale necessary has gone forward 
to Ottawa, and the work will be proceeded with as soon as 
possible. 


"I have askea Mr. Jones to have a plan of each floor drawn 
age per the request of the Provincial Authorities, and the 
game will be forwarded when complete. 


"It seems to me that the original Blue Printe of this 
build€ing must be on file in tawa, and that copies of these, 
whi ch would be more accurate and satisfactory, could be 
obtained from there." 


I might say while I was at Norway House the pole idea was 
aiscussed; but I mde it clear I would not ise instructions 
contrary to the Fire Inspector, but would discuss the mtter with 
him am thie I @id. You will note 1 made it clear in my letter 
that pole fire escapes will not be approved. I might add that the 
Fire Inepector objects to the pole escapes, on the verandah, and 
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the reason he wants a floor plan ie to decide if we may retain 
them or if stairways are to he erected. You will find we were 
obliged to 4o away with the pole system a’ the Portage Seheol 
and 414 etairways on the rear verandahs. 


Mr. Jones and Mr. Goodman should, I think, receive definite 
inetructions from Ottawa concerning this matter. I umkerstand 
material for the recommend ea fire escape was suppiied in 1942 
and surely when warehouses, residences and boats can be built, 
these fire escapes can be erected as per inetructions. An air 
mail letter which will catch the next boat will be the quickest 
means of communication. 


Please also see the e4ghts paragraph of my report on the 
chool, dated August 23rd.

In reply to the notation dated August Slst last, requesting 
our views regarding stability of foundation walls at the above 
school buil as covered in Mr. Hoey's memorandum to you dated 
August 29th, 1945, we are now in receipt of a letter from Mr. D.B. 
Gow, enclosing a report propeses by Mr. J.T. Hose. It is explein- 
ed t transportation di culties delayed an inspection of the 
building, but eventually our officer was able to secure accommoda- 
tion on a Manitoba Forestry Branch aeroplane, which allowed only a 
brief time at the site. 


In his letter Mr. Gow requests that this office recommend 
whieh of the methods of repairing the foundation walls outlined in 
ba * is considered the most suitable under the conditions in- 
volved. 


We have examined the report and although the information sub- 
mitted ig not as complete as could be desired, a summary has been 
prepared and the result of our analysis follows:- 


GENERAL DATA 


The basement foundation walle are 12" thick and appear te be 
of medium grade conerete. No steel reinforcement is apparent and 
was not called for on Indian Affairs drawings or in specifications 
om file in this office. The walls are 12 feet in height, 6 feet 
being below present grade. The footings, ae closely as can be 
ascertained by seale from the original drawings are of plain con- 
erete 2 feet wide by & inches deep. The interior bearing walls 
are vi conorete & inches thick. All foundation walls support a 3 
storey and roof timber structure. 


We ealculate the load applied to the soil by the footings as 
approximately 2000 lbs. per sq. ft. Under ordinary soil conditions 

footings should be adequate to support thia load without settle- 
ment. The report, however, states that surface or other water finds 
ite way to the olay sub-soil on which the footings beer, thus redue- 
ing the clay te "gumbo" consistency, which is unstable as a support- 
ing soil. No evidence is available that sub-soil dreinage has been 
provided. No information as to the construction of the basement 
floor slab is given in the report, whereas original Indien Affairs 
drawings and specification conflict in thickness of slab and base. 
These details are noted in view of the reported damaged conditions 
of basement floors which appears later in this summery. 


A report received by Mr. Gow subsequent to the inspeotion by 
Mr. Rose, indicates roek formation at 11 feet below grade line. 
This depth to rock was obtained at a sump located in the furnace 
room pit. It may be assumed, therefore, that rock strata as «

though without further investigation we can offer no opinion 
a in depth below grade for the portions of

SALSTING CONDITIONS 


(a) - : 

Both ex or n or bearing walls at the N.W. side of 
the building are reported to show Gracks tc a considerable extent. 
Extericr walls are as much as 4 inches out of plumb, with conse-~ 
quent buldging of frame walls above. leven major cracks are 
evident et openings and at intermediate points in the foundation ' 
walls, and spalling of conorete around cracks indicates progressive 
movement. Some of these cracks show larger sidths at the bottom of 
the walls than at the top, indieating typical sliding and settle- 
ment of footings epperent in soil that has become saturated te 
gumbo consistency. Surface water enters the basement through these 
cragke and cold air from outside causes diffioulty in heating area 
adjacent to cracks. 


Our conelusion is that the damaged walls are unstable and dan- 
gerous to the safety of the structure. 


(>) Demege te Interior Bearing Walls end Besement Floor:- 

It is evident from the date furnished that some interior base- 
ment walls are also defective. Movement is indicated by visible 
fractures, and it is our opinion that this movement will continue 
as long as the. variable 41 moisture conditions exist. The 
basement floor slab shows cracks and surface deterioration to the 
extent that floor drainage is diffieult. The furnace room and ash 
pit are reported to be in a particularly bed condition. 


(c) Damage to Verandah:- 


The settlement of verandeh piers has caused damage to beams, 
floors and columms. The.verandeh ig three storeys in height.

(e) Deadmege of mub-s0i) and Diversion of ieinveter:= 


The report suggests installation of eavestroughing and leaders 
as @ meens of proteéting the foundations from roof water, as well 
as tile dra to rectify subsurface moisture conditions. It is 
felt that in lieu of eavestroughing and leaders a concrete channel 
of adequate proportions, draining away from the building should be 
constructed along the north end west walls, with a 4" thitek eonerete 
apron laid for a width of 4 feet abutting the foundation walls. 
This would serve to divert seasonal water from the immediate viein- 
ity of the foundation walls and footings. 


It is also recommended that a tile drain be laid along the out- 
side of the north end west founddtion walls at a proper depth so 
that the.sub-soil in the vieoinity of the northwest portion of the 
building may be stabilized. In the absence of a site plan giving 
locations, @ietances and contours, a definite estimate for sub-soil 
drainage Gannot be made. From a sketch plan in this office dated 
1910, however, a general idea may be gained on which to base an 
approximate estimate of $2,500.00 for sub-soil drainage. The 
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channel and concrete apron is roughly estimated to cost $150.00. 


At a later date, after the sub-soil has attained a sufficient 
moisture stability, the damaged basement floors could be renewed or 
repaired as required. 


(>) Yerandeh:~ 


It appears to be necessary to carry piers to rock and renew and 
repair damaged superstructure. The extent of damage is not reported, 
but from an examination of the original drawings ea approximate es- 
timate of $600.00 seems reasonable. 


(e) Paved Conerete Playground: ~ 


It will be necessary when excavating along a portion of the length 
of the damaged foundation walls to remove some conerete pavement. Yor 
removing and relaying this pavement « sum of approximately $90.00 
should be allotted. 


(4) Foundation Welle:~ 


Three methods of repairing the foundation walls are suggested 
in the report. First - To construct a new 30 ineh wide by 12 inch 
deep reinforced concrete footing under the existing footing and re- 
face existing walls with 6 inches of reinforeed conerete dowsicd to 
the walls. Second <- To remove and replace the two damaged walle with 
new reinforeed conerete walls supported on conerete caissons carried 
down to rock, for whieh the estimated cost is given as $2,500.00. 
Third + To place tie-rods the length of the existing walls to prevent 
movement, then construct caissons to rock with reinforced oonerete 
beams under the existing footings. ‘The estimated eost for this method 
is given as $1,500.00. 


We-reeommend that the third method be adopted. By this method 
the walls would be tied and plumbed, with cracks well grouted and 
rendered watertight. As the depth of rock below grade is not deof- 
initely known, a unit price for excavation, conerete eaissons and re- 
inforeed conerete work should be stated in any tender so that deduc- 
tions or additions to cost of the work may be made. 


We may summarize the cost of work considered necessary to stabil- 
ize the damaged walls and to rectify sub-surface moisture conditions 
at the northwest portion of the building, as follows:-

saved time, money and labor next winter. 


1 understand there is still a considerable 
amount of wood on hand not yet sold. ‘the re are several 
buildings that are of value to the Indian Affairs Branch. 
There is also livestock, such as horses, pigs and poultry. 
I do not know what interest or say in this matter the 
United Church has and would be glad of your advice. All 
the buildings on Hope Island, which were part of the 
séhool have been disposed of and removed by ™r Jones since 
he took over as Principal. I would like to be given the 
opvortunity to have some say in the disposition of this 
property on behalf of the indian Affairs Branch. Mr Jones 
was away at the time of the fire and I have no definite 
information as to when he will return, but should he 
return on the next boat, I would be leaving almost imme d- 
jately for Oxford House.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 7th 
instant, with reference to the Norway House Indian Residential 
School. 


We have been expecting to receive a complete 
report from you regarding the fire. The only information that 
oS Sage Feeraves: Ss Ske eemaeine® 30 vase Slee OO 2. 
Your letter was discussed with the Director yesterday and he 
was very anxious to receive a very complete report, indicating 
tee wabidbnas tied cane cauea cad the Cenigunne ae te ohais 
available. 


The wood to which you refer was purchased by 
the school management from school funds and, consequently, they 
are at liberty to sell to whom they please. I regret that the 
Principal hes evidently not show any spirit of co-operation 
with you, in view of the fact that you could have used the wod 
for other agency purposes. 


What has been said regarding the wood applies 
also to the live stock, such as horses, pigs and poultry. The 
expenditure for their purchase was made from school funds. 


The main building and all the outbuildings are 
the property of the Department and should not be sold or torn 
down without receiving our permission. You s eo inform 
Reverend Mr. Jones.

I propose that the old hospital pbuilding be turned into 
a two room Gay school. The entire first floor could be cleaned out 
and made into classrooms and the second floor could be used as 
living quarters for the two teachers. The vasement could be cleared 
out and used as & gymnasium and 4 workshop for manual training. 
If the hospital is built on the proposed site this will involve a new 
Doctor's residence. The present Doctor's residence could be used 
as Clerk's quarters. 


I understand that no building io to be done in this 
locality until 1947. With the burning of the Residential School, 
50 children from Norway House had to be returned to their homes, 
which means that another yeer that there are an extra 50 children 
who will have to attend day schools. If no building is proposed 
before next summer, I believe there are enough buildings around the 
Residential School to provide accommodation for these children this 
winter, There is 4 new gymnasiun, which could be converted into a 
classroom, and there is a very good store building which the school 
used as a warehouse, Both these buildings would make excellent 
classrooms for the winter.

The burning of the Residential School certainly compli- 
cates the picture, but I believe in the long run, it is all for the 
good, We have got rid of an old fire trap of a pbuilding, which was 
going to cost @ lot of money to repair the foundations. There was 
no loss of life and no particular loss of other property. with the 
building of a new hospital, that leaves the old hospital building 
as a large day school, which should take care of all the educational 
needs of this reserve together with the day schools at the Catholic 
Mission and the Anglican Mission.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of April 29th 
which arrived by the first boat. I have given the matter of the 
disposition of the old hospital building considerable thought. 
Since the destruction of the Residential School by fire, several 
previously unconsidered possibilities have arisen, I would like 
to suggest that the building be remodelled into a 2 room day 
school, ‘The ground floor could be used for classrooms, the to; 
storey for living accommodation for teaching personnel and the 
basement for manual training and club rooms for the women's 
homemakers of Rossville. Further, as the hospital will be moved 
to a different location, the doctor's house will be empty and 
I suggest that this be used as residence for the new clerk. 


For school accommodation during the coming academic 
year including the present Rossville Day School, there are three 
buildings, the other two being the senior classroom of the 
residential school, which was a separate building, and of the 
same size as the present day school, and the gymnasium which is 
approximately the same size and which has heating and electric 
light. The principal's residence could be used to house the 
3 teachers who would be required, 


With regard to the remodelling of the hospital 
building, I estimate that it would take from $2500 to #3000 
for remodelling. This figure would not include the purchase 
of school furnishings, such as desks, blackboards, ete, I would 
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like to point out that, at the time of the fire, there were 
95 children in the school. Fifty four of these were 
practically living in their own back yard and were able to 
walk home for breakfast. Thirty two came from Cross Lake 
and the balance from inland. The 3 suggested Dey Schools 
at Rossville would provide temporary accommodation for 
approximately 105 children,

1. at about 3.30 A.M. on the 29th. instant I was awaken 
by an Indian from the Reserve who told me the United Church 
Indian Residential Sehool was on fiwe. I immediately dressed 
and proceeded to the scene by canoe, after having aroused the 
prisoners and escort and instructed them to follow. On arrival 
I found the tthole building envélpped in flames. '

2. On arrival I was informed by a member of the staff 
+hat all children had been evacuated and that no one had been 
injured or burned. Numerous Indians were on hand and patrols 
were established to guard against the Hospital and other build- 
ings in proximity to the school catching fire. At one time it 
Devachnant was feared the principal's residentve would ignite and the house 
hola furnishings were removed, but the building was saved and 
things were later moved back in.

I made enquiries as to the possible origin of the baaze. I

Dear Mr. Hamilton,- 


I beg to submit a report of the fire which destroyed 
Norway House Residential School on the 29th of May, 1946. The 
fire broke out in the wood storage pit on the outside of the 
building, adjoining the furnace room. When the fire was 
discovered the outside of the building was burning. The Tire 
hoses from the third and second floors were immediately brought 
into operation, but the supply of water was inadequate to cope 
with the fire. 


The children were removed at once when the fire was 
discovered. ‘They were marched out onto the campus and counted, 


When it was found impossible to put out the flames 
the staff proceeded to salvagaas much of the contents as 
possible, The local Indians gave every possible assistance. 
Some of the staff have lost personal possessions. 


Something will have to be done at once to provide 
water connection with the Principal's residence and Engineer's 
residence. Some temporary work has been done, but this work 
will have to be completed before the frost comes. I will 
interview Engineer Gow at the earliest opportunity and discuss 
with him the best means of doing this work. 


I had left Norway House by boat Tuesday noon, the day 
before the fire and could not return until I got into Winnipeg.

that the father was opposed to sending the girl to the R.C.

I have 
had the thought that,that duty reated in the first place on the Principal, 
ae the man moet conversant with the case in hand. / have had a lot of 
trouble with parents approaching the Indian Agent to demand the discharge 
of children and then coming to me with the statement that he had stated & 
that the child should go home to stay and be discharged. Again when I 
have approached Indian Agent Gordon,I find that he gave no definite 
prompee at all. Still they assumed that what he stated was a permission, 
when perhaps all he stated was,“We will see". It would solve the problem 
greatly if you woulda give a ruling as touching this matter. 

As touching the above mentioned boys ,it goes without saying thath 
they now stand discharged for the present even though the copy of the let 
ter sent by Mr-Gordon was explanatory of their absence rather thah a 
recommendation for discharge. 

As touching general matters pertaining to the school I beg to ata 
that never have we had a better year that we are having thie year. Our 
etaff is working in the very best of harmony all round. A year ago we had 
unfortunately a couple members on o¥r staff who were exceedingly lax in 
discipline in their departments. Thies spread itself to the other depart- 
mente and gave me a good deal of continuous trouble . Thie year the sataff 
are just fine and the discipline of the school hae been a most satisfact- 
ory things We have practically no offences an the part of the children 
large or stiall and all are as happy as can be. Some children returning to 
school brought us an epidemic of whooping cough. We had over Vorty with 
it at once. It surely was strenuous period and at the end almost everyone 
was about worn to a “Frazzle*® but we did not lose a child. When we learn 
of the terrific mortality out on the reserves we feel more than pleased 
that our care was so amply rewarded. Wow it ie all past and our monthly 
weight chart shows an glmost universal increase in weight, Dr. Turg@l's 
verdict ie that never has he seen the school so well fed, dressed or 
sof healthy.

who have been reported as Sixteen years of age and over is before me- 
Replying to it I may atate that when I took over the management of this 
school it was stated to me that tuere had been no fixed age for discharge 
of pupils fixed by the Government ,but that for years the generally ac- 
knowledged age was Eighteen years- I have proceeded on that basis in my 
recommendations for Graduation and discharge- I was acquainted with the ¢ 
clause relating to attendance at gachool of Indian Children up to Sixteen 
years but did not think that that clause was to be read that no child 
should attend school after that maximum age »but if a child's parents wish 
ed the child to go longer that it was their option without fu®ther per- 
mission being secured. Por these reasons the names have appeared on our 
reports as you have noticed. 

In addition I would like to respectfully call your at tention 
to this fact that has a decided bearing on any proposal to discharge any 
pupils simply because they are Sixteen. The school with the approval of 
the Government for instance takes @ pupil in at tne age of seven. Up to 
sixteen the pupils is not able to be of any very marked assistance with 
the regular work of the school except for lighter taske, During the years 
from sixteen to eighteen we find the pupils are able to carry our heavier 
tasks and so take the place of help that would have to be hired from the

The Department is in receipt of Rev. W. W. 
Ghoup's letter of the 30th ultimo, in connection with the 
ciroular letter issued by the Deputy Superintendent General 
on the 15th ultimo. 


The latter letter did not state that children 
must be discharged when they reach the age of sixteen years, 
but 4% pointed out that the Indian Act requires that, when 
pupils reach sixteen years of age and it is desired to keep 
them in school for a further period, permission must be 
secured. In future, therefore, you should, at the end of 
each academio year, forward to the Department byt the 
office of your local Indian Agent, a list of the ohildren 
in the Norway House Residential School who are sixteen 
years of age and over. In the case of those whom you 
consider uld rewain for a further period, permission 
should be requested to retain them, and, in each oase, 
your reasons for making the request should be stated.

You will note that this letter does not state 
that pupils must be discharged from a residential school 
when they reach the age of sixteen years. It simply 
points out that, when pupile reach that age and it is 
desired to keep them for a longer period, application 
should be made to the Department for permission to 
retain them. It is realized that there are often very 
good reasons for keeping pupils in a residential school, 
especially the girls, until they reach the age of 
eighteen. In all such cases, the Principal and yourself 
should discuss the matter carefully, keeping home con-~ 
ditions in mind, and report to the Department with a 
definite recommendation.

I beg to advise you that Revs R.T.Chapin, 
Principal of the Norway House Indian Residential School, 
has received an account from Wings Limited of Winnipeg, 
charging $162.00 for transportation by airplane, of 
pupils from God's Lake and Islund Lake to Norway House, 
at $9.00 each, when returning to school after holidays 
last summer. 


There was an agreement apparently arrived at, 
whereby the parents should pay this transportation for 
their’ children, the mounts to be deducted from their 
earnings at the Island Laxe Gold Mine, and in addition, 
the parents were to be supplied witn the same rations as 
they would have received, had tnuey transported the children 
by canoe- 


As it turned out, the parents received their 
rations, amounting to $72.01 supplied from tne personal 
stores of Mr Gavin Grieve, missionary at Island Laxe, 
ad $2.15 suppliea from the personal stores of ur Keith 
Rrustrong, missionary at God's Laxe, put the amounts of 
the fares were not collected from the parents and turned 
over to Wings Limited. 


Moreover, only 15 of the 18 pupils were pupils 
of the Norway House Residential School, the other 5 being 
pupils of the Jack River R.C. Day School. 


The Rev; Mr Chapin, does not feel that he should 
pe called upon to pay the above accounts to Wings Limited 
and the two missionaries, a6 he did not authorize this 
expenditure 


Will you please advise me what shoulda be done 
in the above matter, and if I should forwara vouchers to 
the Department for the above accounts.

Yesterday, March llth. he sent the pants 
back for quaneny as they were too small, Zacharious 
Loonfoot and Nelson Flett, two other children from thee 
pehool. Yesterday he gave me $4.00 to keep for him, I 
gave this to the Principal Rev. R. T. Chapin, I toldhim, 
when questioned, that William Folster told me tokeep 

it for him. Wm. Folster bought another knife yesterday 
he algo gave Zacharious Loon-foot and Nelson Flett a 
nickel a piee for taking the pants back.

I proceeded to the Indian Boarding school the above 
date, accompanied by S/Cat. kobingon and police dog-train, 
where I interviewed kev. R. T. Chapim, Primeipal, who had 
the previous day taken the pants back to the store, the 


ones purchased by Folster had questioned him and had 
taken in addition to the pair of pants, the sum of $2.00 
and frem Péter Loon-foot he had received $3.00, Mr. Chapin 
stated that has the majority of the money Folster had 
Claimed he had stolen, had now been returned, including 
the value of the pr, of pants$1.25, he requested me to 
wait the arrival of the Indiam Agent before I interviewed 
the offender, he(Mr. Chapin) would be responsible for the 
gafe custody of the child. Mr. P. G. Lazenby, Indian 
Agent, was at Cross Lake and would return on the weekend, 
I complied with Mr. Chapin's request, the matter being 
left in abeyance.

On this date I proceeded en foot to Rossville, leaving 
at 8.45 am. Upon arrival at the Indian Agency I interviewed 
Rev. Re T. Chapin & P. G. Lazenby, Indian agent, who was 
of the opinion that this boy should be punished in some way 
that would be an education to him, they did not favour the 
idea of him being sent out to Portage la. Prairie. 
Retosmntevy( tShereane School), but they 414 think that 
he should be put suspended sentence for one or two years 
and certain privileges taken away from him, which he 
would otherwise enjoy as an ordinary pupil at the school., 
This is what the above two officials will request from 
the Court, if this matter comes up for trial, fhe above 
with a rider that if Poleter commités another offence, 
serious enough for Police action, he will forthwith 
receive sentence to go outside. I later interviewed Folster 
at the school and obteined from him the following state-

I went to the side of the store, 
I noticed one window was broken and the other side was 

not, I broke the window and part of the sash and crawled 
thro . I was by myself, I went to the cesh drawer and 
took $7.00, this was made up of one dollar bills, I came 
back to the school. On Saturday I went to Campbell's store 
and purchased one pair of pants, 2pkgs. chewing . 

% chocolate bars, 1 pocket ka@fe and one pkg. can ies. I 
paid for the above. I do not know how much, Peter Loon- 
foot was with me. We returned to the school. On Monday, 
Mareh 11th.1955 I sent Nelson Flett & Zacharious Loonfoot 
to Campbell's to change the pants, they were too small, 
they purchased a pocket wife, they brought a larger size 
back and I wore them, the same Cay my father saw me with 
the new pants on, he said"You stole those pants I will go 
and tell Mr. Chapin" I 414 not deny this, I later gave them 
to Mr. Chapin, later he called me in the office. I had 
lost one knife playing but I gave Mr. Chapin the other one, 
and I confessed the theft. Four dollars was being kept by 
Peter Loon-foot, another school boy, and one dollar was 

in the wood-pile, three of these dollars had been given 

to Mr. Chapin by Peter Loon-foot. Next day I got the other 
Aollar off Peter and with the one dollar from the wood- 
pile, I gave Mr. Chapin the sum of $2.00.

Chapin waa William Polster was layrs. of age September 

23rd. 1934, according to this he was born Sept; 23ra.1921

11. Without prejadtee, this boy has been a source of 
trouble at ghis school for some time past, he having been 
caught in the staff quarters with the idea of theiving 
and also he was caught making home-brew in the basement, 
he having been punished by the school authorities for 

the above two mentioned offences, these matters were not 
brought to the attention of this Detachment. According 

to information received this boy has had every chance to 
make good. 


12. In the vent of a Prosecution against this Juvenile, 
I would respectfully request that I be advised by wirere;~- 
Appointment of a Deputy Juvenile Judge;- G. Cc. M. Collins, 
is Police Magistrate at this point. also if it would be 


agreeable to the Crown to a Sentence in this case, 


in the event of the Gourt deciding in favour of it. 


13. Rev. R. T. Chapin, informed me that he would turn 
over to Hyer's Limited, Norway House, Man the sum of 
6.25, ($5.00 received from Loon-foot and Folster and 
1.25 received from Campbell Bres. when the pants were 


returned) I may say that, for business reasons, the 
agereived party, Hyer's Limited(Mr. L. Sundi, Manager, ) 
aid not wish a proseeution in this case. 


14. The parents of this boy, who resides in Norway House, 
have been advised of the circumstances, and will be duly

I beg to be advise as to whether there are 
any special regulations regarding the summer holidays 
allowed for the two Residential Schools in this 
agency, namely the Norway House United Church School, 
and the Cross La«e R.C.School. 


The Rev: R-T.Chapin, Principal of the Norway 
House Residential School has been in the office to-day 
in connection with this matter, as he only took charge 
of tuis school after the holidays last sumuer- The 
Principal states nowever, that ne knows that the 
school holida ys for the past five years at least, 
have been for two full montne, namely July and August. 


My understanding has always been that tne 
residential schools were allowed 43 school days of 
noliday each year, for wnicn the Department paid tne 
full grant; and during tue 1l years I was at the 
Birtle agency, the residential school tnere always 
closed at the end of June, and reopened about the 
15th or 16th August. 


Reference to the Principal's Return for the 
Norway House school for last September quarter, shows 
that none of the pupils attended school more than 19 
days during that quarter, the school apparently being 
reopened about the 4ta September. 


I should be glad to be advised in the above 
matter as soon as possible, in order that proper 
arrangements may be made for the coming swauer vacatian.

Dear Sir, 


May we, through you, ask the Department if they 
will consider bringing the children of our school who reside at 
Island Lake and God's Lake in to the school in the fall by plane. 
The Company (Wings L'td), have quoted the nominal rate of $9.00 
a pupil for this service. 


From these inland places it is sometimes difficult 
for the parents to arrange to get their childen back as they 
have to have to send them down with someone coming for freight. 
Many have not the means to mae the trip unless they can take back 
freight to pay their way and this is not always possible for all 
at that time of the year. Some of the children arrive much later 
than they should, as the patents cannot come or find someone who 
will bring them at the proper time. 


Coming by plane, the children are not exposed to 
the possibility of wet weather and colds on their return trip, 
and start their school year in much better shape- 


In the event of the children returning by canoe 
their rations for the trip amount to about $3.50 each. If the 
Dep't cannot see ite way to bring the children back by plane 
will it meet the expense of their rations? The school gives the 
children their rations for their trip home.

I beg to forward herewith a_copy of a 
have received from the Principal of the 
Residential\ School, requesting that the Department give 
consideration to his proposal to bring the pupils of the 
school c fa Olidays, by airplane at a nominal 
charge of $9.00 per pupil, from Island Lake and God's Lake 
Reserves. 


Of the present pupils of the school, there would 
be 26 to come back from Island Lake, and 12 from God's Lake, 
not taking into account the possibility that there might be 
a few new pupils recruited from these reserves. 


There should also be taken into consideration 
four or five pupils resident at the Jack River R.C.Mission 
School, and who are considered as a part of the Cross Lake 
R.C.Residential School, and also belong to the above men- 
tioned reserves, so that the total number of pupils to 
consider, would be approximately 50, which would make the 
cost $450.00. 


The charge of $9.00 per pupil is most reasonable 
especially when the many great advantages are considered, 
such as the prompt return of the pupils to the schools, and 
the elimination of possible sickness through exposure in 
case of bad weather. The trip by plane from Island Lake 
takes less than two hours, whereas by canoe, without motor, 
it takes about eight days. There ia also, from the school# 
point of view, the certain loss of a ppetion of the per 
capita grant to consider, through the late return of many 
of the pupils. 


Will you kindly give this matter consideration, 
afd advise me of the Department's decision.

Re the quarterly return which I have just 
completed,- The children returned from their holidays throug 
out the week of August 12th. Some were a few days late, some 
were a few days late in leaving on their holidays, and some 
spent part of their holidays in the school to keep the 
summer's work moving. Taking the aggregate, there were 7 
days overspent on holidays. These I deducteu from the boy 
latest in coming back, Abel Wood. We opened the class-rooms 
August 19th. 


I huve asked for the discharge of the 
following pupils,- 214 Moses Apetakun, who has been out of 
school a year due to the development of a T.B.Knee. This has 
not cleared up, so, with the difficulty of the school stairs, 
I think it would be unwise to consider his return. 0240, 
Bella Ross; her people wanted her home this year, but she 
wanted to remain in tne school another year. I asked per- 
mission for her return if she gained the consent of her 
parents during the hilodays. Ghe remained in the school until 
Aug, 2nd taking her holidays then. after some tine I received 
word that she was married. 0246 Mary Ann Ross; when this 8 
girl returned to tne school a year ago sne Was in poor shape, 
and has had special care and treatment during the year. She 
has not pulled up and the Dr advises her discharge. 0277, 
Betsy Anderson, and 0280 Bmily Knott; both these girls have 
been out of school a year on account of their health, and 
neither were fit to enter this full.

R. T. Chapin, that thie girl be traneferred to the Brandon 
Indian Residential School, to take her 8th grade. We 
were unable to approve sending her 4 long distance and

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paying for her maintenance and tuition at Brandon. As I 
understand it, she will not be able to pass her Entrance 
to h echool until the end of the present school year, 
and, sent to Brandon, it would require fwr years for 
her to obtain Matriculation. I note she wishes to take 
up nure . Most hospitals now require that girls 
entering training have their Matriculation, and the 
nureing course would take three years. As Martha is now 
17 and as it would take another 7 years before she would 
become a nurse, the cost involved would be greater than 
the Department could provide. I may say that we have 
paid the expenses of a number of Indian girls to obtain 
training es nurses. The Government ie unable to provide 
them with positions = graduation and there appears to 
be prejudice among white people to utilizing their 
services in private nursing. If Martha only obtained 
Matviculation, where would this get her? She would have 
to return to her own people, and the further education 
would be of little use. 


The Deporenent ie spending a large amount on 
the higher education of Indian children and we sometimes 
wonder if the value received is in any way commensurate 
with the expense. However, if you are etill of opinion 
that a year or so at Brandon would be of real practical 
benefit, the Department might favourably consider the 
transfer of Martha to the Brandon School in August, next, 
in time for her to begin studies when the schools re-open 
after the summer holidays. You might let me know if you 
etill think that Martha would get anywhere by two years’ 
further study at Brandon. In any event, I would strongly 
urge you not to spend any of your own money on her 
education, a8, by so doing, it would be likely to lead 

to a misunderstanding of your interest in the girl.

I beg to forward herewith the Principal's 
Return for the Norway House Indian Residential 
School, for the quarter ending 30th June 1937, 
with a copy of a letter addressed to me by hin, 
asking that certain pupils, though sixteen years 
of age or more, be permitted to remain at the 
school for another year. 


After receiving the return, I had opportunity 
for only a few minutes talk with the Principal before 
he left for Winnipeg, and I spoke to him about these 
particular pupils, but without acheiving any direct 
result before the boat left. 


I would advocate the discharge from the school 
of the healthy boy pupils as scon as possible after 
they reach 14 years of age, in order that they may 
return to their fathers or guardians, and learn to 
earn their living. Boys cannot learn to hunt and 
trap and fish at school, and these are the only means 
they have of earning 4 livlihood in this country; 
they must of necessity learn these things from their 
fathers, and they will learn better at the age of 
14 or 15 years than bas will if they are kept at 
school until they are 18, because when 4 boy reaches 
18 years of age he is not so inclined to accept 
discipline from his father or guardian. 


I realize of course that it is necessary that 
a certain number of the bigger boys are required at 
the school, to help with the outside work in the barns 
and gardens, and so on, but I do not consider that 
all the 11 boys mentioned in the Principal's letter 
are needed, and I think some of them might be dis- 
charged, making way for a number of beginners. This 
argument does not, obviously, apply to the girl pupils. 


I am forwarding the Return, rather than holding 
in until the Prilcipal's return from Winnipeg; but on 
his return, I will further discuss this matter with him 
and make a further report.

He was one of the boys 
asked of the Dept. to be reteased this year pursuant to the 
policy to let the boys out at a younger age that they might 
with their parents. At the close of the holidays when the 
children came back the parents of this boy sent him back to 
School from Island Lake along with his younger brother. 


2nd re Peter Loonfoot, No.'2%2, also from Island Lake. 
As he is past 17 years of age I had intended to have him graduate 
with the graduating class this Treaty time. However in the spring 
he oxpressed his wish to-stay in the School another year. There 
were two reasons for this. His younger brother was in the hospital 
here and likely to remain. He wished to be near him. Then he had 
done considerable carpenter work the past year and he desired to 
stay another year and learn more about the work. He talked it over 
with his older brother in the spring when he was here on a freighting 
trip, and he agreed with Peter. I advised him to go howe with the 
rest of the children at holiday time and talk the situation over 
with his parents and the missionary. During the holidays his bréther 
from the hospital was sent home, but in spite of this fact he came 
back at the end of the holidays and said that both he and bis parents 
wished for hin to remain at the School this year, and that the 
missionary advised him this as his constitution will stand ¢hupenter 
work better than trapping. I will give him special training in 
carpenter work during the year and practieal practice to make him 
as proficient as possible.

Just received your letter addressed to "James Camlin Esa;" 
in care of myself. 


I am returning same to you under cover. I knew Jimmie Gamlin 

some years ago while a clerk at the Hudson's Bay Company at 

Norway House, and in the summer of 1935 he was working at one 

of the summer camps on the Lake of the Woods and on mentioning 

my name to the Rev. Broughtong of Keewatin he paid his transportation 
across to Sioum Lookout and Jimmie arrived at the school. I 

had no work on hand at that time but as he was up against it 

I told him if he would make himself useful around the place 
sufficient to cover his board I would be willing for him to stay 

till things opened up again in the spring. 


He was in communication with an Aunt I believe, who lived in 

Toronto and when the spring came on again I gave him sufficient money 
of my own to pay his transportation to Toronto. The last I saw 

or heard of him was on the Sioux Lookout platform at that time. 


Sorry I am unable to forward his mail on but his address is 
absolutely unknown,

that I made several enquiries as to the whereabouts 
of James Gamlin, and the only information I was able 
to secure, was to the effect that he had been working 
at the Indian Residential School at Sioux Lookout, Ont: 


I therefore wrote to James Gamlin, in care of the 
Principal of this school, giving him details of the 
present condition of his children now living on the 
Norway House Reserve with Indian families, and sending 
him a form of agreement to sign, relinquishing all claims 
to these children in favour of those who had for so long 
been caring for them. 


However, in due course, my letter to James Gamlin 
was returned to me unopened, by Revi Mr Marshall, the 
Principal of the Sioux Lookout Indian Residential School, 
under cover of a letter of his own, explaining his inability 
to forward the letter, not knowing James Camlin's address. 
I am forwarding herewith a copy of the Rev: Mr Marshall's 
letter in the matter. 


I am of the opinion, that nothing further can be done 
from here, to ascertain the whereabouts of James Gamlin, 
and that in view of his long neglect of his children; the

On checking the December quarter return 
of the Norway House Indian Residential School it 
is found that the following children are over the 
age of 16:

Permission was granted last year for the re- 
tention of these children in your school until June 
30, 1940. However, in view of the fact that the 
number of children of school age is apparently in- 
creasing, and the further consideration that due to 
conditions now confronting us there is no immediate 
prospect of our securing funds to provide increased 
pupilege at Indian residential schools, it is con- 
sidered that in future it will be necessary to adhere 
more strictly to the provision of the Indian Act 
requiring discharge of pupils at 16 years of age. 
Consequently unless there are some exceptional reasons 
the above-mentioned children should be discharged at 
the end of June next. If, however, there are a few 
of them who you consider should be retained please 
let me have detailed information before the end of 
June.
